OF WHITE RATS 


Harry Mountford Again Takes 
Witness Stand 


Protests When Harry De 
Veaux Looks Over Books 


Has Hard Work Explaining 
Certain Ledger Entries 


New York, Nov. 3.—The legal probe 
went a little deeper yesterday after- 
noon into the affairs of the White 
Rats Actors’ Union when the official 
inquiry was resumed before Referee 
Lewis Schuldenfrei. Harry Mountford 
again occupied the witness stand and, 
while he remained there all the 
afternoon, the grilling he has thus far 
withstood may only be regarded as a 
fair beginning of the questioning he is 
to be subjected to. The hearing was not 
productive of startling developments 
—the probe not yet having touched 
the tender tissues which counsel for 
the petitioners have indicated they 
will rip up as the operation proceeds. 

But the hearing was not a disap- 
pointment to those who looked for 
dramatic moments. There was an 
atmosphere of high tension prevalent 
in the court, the counsel for the de- 
fense as well as the counsel for the 
petitioners was touchy, and the legal 
tilts which resulted from time to time 
Were animated and vigorous. Even 
the magistrate showed signs, on occa- 
sions, of being exasperated with the 
bickering mood which prevailed. 
Mountford, the central figure of the 
session, remained cool for the most 
part, but his ordeal visibly wore on 
him and now and then he rebelled, 

Mountford lost control of himself 
at one stage of the proceedings when 
he saw Harry De Veaux, president of 
the Actors’ International Union, look- 
ing over some of the White Rats’ 
books and documents which the de- 
fendants had brought into court in 
compliance with the order of the 
court. De Veaux was seated by At- 
torney Alvin T. Sapinsky and was 
thumbing over the books and docu- 
ments and exhibiting a keen interest. 

Mountford drew himself up indig- 
nantly and fire flashed in his eye as 
he declared himself. “I protest 
against that man sitting there ex- 
amining the records of the White 
Rats’ Union. He’s the president of a 
Tival organization. What right has 
he to examine those books? They 
are here to be examined by the ref- 
eree, not for the curious.or evil- 
minded. The man who is looking

COLLECTING OF 
WAR TAX MAKES 
THEATERS FACE 
NEW WORRIMENT 


Men in Box Offices Grow Gray 
Wrestling With Pennies 


Complications Almost Upset 
Usual Routine — 


Tax Has Tendency To Put 
Curb on Attendance 


New York, Nov. 5.—New York thea- 
ters are collecting the war tax. The 
Government officials need cause them- 
selves no uneasiness on that score, 
but the statement that the collection 
is being made does not indicate the 
anguish, the worry and the incon- 
venience which the system has caused. 
The most expert ticket sellers in the 
New York theaters admit that never 
before have they been so easily frus- 
trated when confronted by the big 
line which faces them, and those who 
have for years been in the business 
declare that, for the first time in their 
lives, they begin to look in their mir- 
rors for the first trace of gray hairs. 
The machinery of the theaters has 
been upset and the public is smilingly 
paying the tax and sharing the in- 
convenience. For the first-time, per-

Flays Producers for Attempt- 
ing To Pass on Footage Tax 


Declares M. P. E. L. Aided 
Film Interests * 


Mutual Film Corp. Friend of 
the Exhibitor 


That the American Exhibitors’ As- 
sociation intends to fight to the last 
ditch the attempt by certain producers 
and distributors to pass along the 
footage tax is made evident in a state- 
ment issued early this week by Frank 
J. Rembusch, chairman of the or- 
ganization committee of the A. E.*A. 

Mr. Rembusch charges that the 
group of producers who are attempt- 
ing to collect the tax ftom the ex- 
hibitors is largely made up of the same 
group who have advocated the ad- 
vance deposit system; he also pays 
his respects to the Motion Picture 
Exhibitors’ League and the National 
Association of the Motion Picture In- 
dustry, and points out that the Ameri- 
can Exhibitors’ Association is the only 
hope for the exhibitor. Mr. Rem- 
busch’s statement follows: 

The recent revenue act of Congress 
placed a x on film stock, which tax 
went into effect immediately upon the 
passage of the law early in October. 
The tax amounts approximately to 
$5 per reel of 1,000 feet. 

Immediately following, the N. A. 
M. P. I. held a meeting and the pro- 
ducers decided to pass this tax along 
to the exhibitors by charging each ex- 
hibitor fifteen cents per reel per day. 
On good authority we are advised that 
the fourteen votes of the exhibitor- 
directors were voted by proxy in fa- 
vor of placing the added burden on 
the exhibitors. Evidently Congress 
expected the film producers to pay 
this small tax out of their profits, the 
same aS any other business, but the 
producers decided that the exhibitors 
should not only pay the burden but 
they added sufficient to the bill as 
they passed it on to net them a neat 
profit besides. 

For example, a reel that runs usu- 
ally 300 days will have,earned $45 
for exchanges, a profit of about $40 
a reel or about $200 on a five-reel 
feature per year. This is indeed a 
great injustice and exhibitors that 
have any backbone will never stand 
for it. 

Without asking the exhibitor, the 
film companies (excepting the Mu- 
tual Film Company and many of the

PUBLIC DEFENDER NOT YET 
APPOINTED FOR MINNEAPOLIS 


Law Enacted by Minnesota Legislature in 1916 
Hindered in Its Performance by a Techni 
cality—Citizens and Press Express 

Indignation 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 3.—Fail- 
ure to put in operation the Public De- 
fender Bill, enacted by the Minnesota 
State Legislature during the winter 
of 1916 for this city, is considered a 
crying instance of injustice and red 
tape, and just now is the subject of 
much’ indignant discussion among the 
justice-loving people of the city. 

Representative A. L. Lennon, who 
has served several] terms as the choice 
of a strong labor district, introduced 
the bill in the session of 1915, and it 
passed the House without much trou- 
ble. In the Senate, however, the op- 
position succeeded in having it tabled 
to a nonsympathetic committee, and 
it died a naturai death. 

Mr. Lennon recognized that the op- 
position consisted of a class of attor- 
neys who occasionally draw ten dol- 
lars a day for defending an indigent 
prisoner, and, his first defeat at their 
hands notwithstanding, determined to 
again bring up the bill, which he did 
in the 1916. session. The House 
passed it early in the session and it 
was reported favorably in the Senate.

Indications That War Tax May Prove 
Too Much for Them 


New York, Nov. 3.—Hard as the 
war tax has hit the theaters it has 
hit the cabarets still harder and cab- 
aret proprietors along the Great White 
Way are already exhibiting bad cases 
of cold feet and wondering if the 
blow dealt them is one they can stand 
up under. 

Here is how the cabarets have been 
hit. On October 1 two laws on spir- 
ituous liquors went into effect. These 
were the Federal Tax of $2.10 on ev- 
ery gallon and the State tax of five 
cents on every dollar spent on drinks 
over the bar or in the restaurant. 
Now comes the general amusement 
tax, while the cabarets can look for- 
ward to being counted in nem year 
on the corporation and personal in- 
come taxes. 

The indications are that many nes- 
taurants will cut out their cabaret 
features. John F. Cavanaugh, presi- 
dent of the New York Restaurateurs’ 
Association, reports that while no ac- 
tion has been taken by the associa- 
tion that organization will consider 
the subject at its next meeting. 

When the tax outlook became so 
dark the restaurateurs voluntarily 
made an offer to the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for New York. This 
was to pay the Government twenty- 
five per cent of the yearly cost of the 
cabarets, but the proposition was re- 
jected.

No. 4—Emmett J. Welch, with a company of 
eight artists in minstrelsy, presents a minstrel 
revision, including a little of everything which 
one would enjoy at such a performance. The 
elaborate setting in full stage in purple and 
gold props and background makes a striking 
contrast to the artistic tailored costumes. Good 
singing of selected songs, excellent dancing and 
catchy humor make Moonlight on the Levee a 
number which could not help but go over big. 
Twenty-five minutes; three bows and encore. 

No. 5—Jack Clifford and Miriam Wilis are 
seen in a rural comedy novelty, At the Junction. 
The scene is a railway station in the ‘‘sticks,”’ 
and Clifford, as a hick station master, pulls off 
some good comedy, but talks in an unnatural 
voice, which seemed as painful an effort to him 
as it was for the audience to hear what he was 
saying.

His pacing back and forth in the aisles, all the 
while carrying on a conversation with his feeder 
on the stage and a young lady assistant in the 
audience, brought repeated outbursts of laughter. 
He proved to be as good a comedian as he was 
trampoline performer. Twenty minutes, in one, 
full stage and one. 

No. 8—Lew Dockstader has eliminated a big 
part of his political boss monolog and substi- 
tuted a good bunch of rapid-fire remarks on the 
war. He rakes the slackers over the coals, gives 
the Kaiser a piece of his mind, and discusses the 
war in a way that brought applause and many 
laughs, and at no time playing on the serious 
side of the conflict.

No. 9—The Naughty Princess, a farcical oper- 
etta in two scenes, with Esther Jarrett, Sammy 
Weston, Earle 8.

(Reviewed Mormlay Matinee, November 5) 


New York, Nov. 5.—A bill that stayed at a high level, but never hit a 
high spot, was what the Palace patrons had served them Monday afternoon. 
In spite of a perfect fall day, tinged with a touch of crispness which called 
to the outdoor fans, the house was crowded and unusually well settled at 2 
o'clock. The pictures were held to the close of the program and the bill 
opened early. The Evelyn Nesbit act was billed as the headliner, but did lit- 
tle more than the ordinary closing act. Maurice and Florence Walton were 
the hit of the show with Beatrice Hereford and the Moore and Whitehead 
acts each carrying off a goodly measure of glory. The applause was pulled in 
every act, the audience never once waking up to anything spontaneous. 

No. 1—Van and Belle have a novel opening and a good act, but were in 
such wretched form Monday that they bored a patient and lenient crowd to 
a point of impatience.

The dancers are Robert Gore, Janet Lawrence, Albert 
Rome, Nan Lawrence, Edward Cullen and Adele Lovenberg. Twelve minutes; 
four bows. 

No. 3—Fox and Ward are celebrating their fiftieth anniversary as a 
team by putting on some of the oldtime stuff they did back in 1867. They 
have a lot of reminiscent patter about oldtimers and a curtain of play bills 
bearing the names of a number of once well-kr own professionals, among the 
latter Julia Gould, Delehanty and Henglen Billy Arlington, Bucktey’s Minstrels, 
Dan Bryant's Minstrels, Birch Wamboldt, Barnard and Backus, Duprey and 
Fenedicts, McIntyre and Heath, Miss Maggie Cline, Lottie Gilson, Perry, 
Megrew, Gurdy and Hughes and the San Francisco Minstrels.

Chicago, Nov. 5.—A bill containing enough big- 
time names to draw a large-sized audience, de- 
spite the imposition of the war tax, but not quite 
enough novelty to make it worth the extra 
money, came to the Palace today. 


No, 1—Sprague and McNeece supply that para- 
dox so often seen in high-class vaudeville, an 
opening act in many ways far better than all that 
come thereafter. They do about everything that 
can be imagined on roller skates, culminating in 
a dance which would form acceptable entertain- 
ment if performed ball room style without 
skates. Sprague’s work on stilts is deserving 
of special mention.

No. 6@—Rae Samuels, so the program tells us,

Her 
offering, which is almost identical to last sea- 
son's, shows this quality In dance presentations, 
which include everything from visions to Oriental 
cancap, Then she enters the realms of burlesque 
with a song of nations, unfortunately delivered 
by a youth with a voice so weak that nobody 
would have known what the girls represented 
had it not been for national fags. On her 
own hook she did a Tanguay at the drums, a 
tramp impersonation and went a step farther 
than ever before by essaying an imitation of 
Elsie Janis impersonating George Cohan. Be- 
sides this she did solo duet and ensemble dancing, 
which is about all one woman surrounded by mu- 
sical comedy support running into nearly three 
figures can be expected to accomplish.

The art of magic, or the craft of the con- 
juror, having become, in addition to its entertain- 
ing features, as presented by many professional 
and amateur exponents, a source of pastime, 
amusement and scientific research by many lead- 
ing business men, physicians, lawyers, etc., The 
Billboard has entrusted the writer with the task 
of furnishing week by week news, notes, anec- 
dotes and opinions concerning an art that stands 
isolated from all others. Isolated I say for these 
reasons: A painter produces a beautiful picture— 
but you must see the painting to appreciate its 
beauty. A wonderful song by a wonderful sing- 
er must be heard, a new novel must be read. 
But witness a new trick of magic and the one 
artistic part of it, the one that perhaps caused 
the inventor many sleepless nights and anxious 
moments, i. e., the modus operandi, is hidden, 
otherwise there would be no mystery! 

Magic, conjuring, sleight-of-hand, or whatever 
you call it, is undoubtedly one of the most 
fascinating, bewildering and brain-occupying hob- 
bies of this century. Its literature would fill 
a small Carnegie Library, and its devotees encir- 
cle the globe. And yet, more the pity an art that 
has in years gone by entertained and thrilled 
thousands, and left the names of many honored 
masters on its scroll of fame, seemingly has de- 
gererated into a ‘‘ten-minutes-in-one’’ in vaude- 
ville. True, Thurston is upholding the dignity of 
the art and giving a full evening of magic, but he 
is not playing the class of theaters that Kellar 
or Herrmann did. The Great Carter, The Great 
Raymond and otbers have tried it, but, with the 
possible exception of Leroy, Talma and Bosco and 
the lyceum magicians, such as Brush, Newton or 
Laurant, no one but Thurston has yet succeeded 
in keeping going in America. 

Some vaudeville performers have made a great 
success of magic. Harry Houdini specialized in 
the handcuff escaping line, and, aided with a 
natural born gift of showmanship, has made him- 
self rich and famous. Goldin, Jansen, Leon, De 
Biere, Rosini, Leipsig, Downs and a few others 
have done their best to uphold the best traditions 
of the necromancer’s art, but the time allotted 
to the vaudeville magician is too short—he has 
no chance to create the atmosphere—to produce 
the mise en scene necessary to create the perfect 
illusion. Therefore—but more of this anon.

attaining it. 


The Public Defender will be a long step in the direction 


of securing compensations for wronged persons, but, better still, it would 
minimize unjust convictions and make the asking of compensation en- 


tirely unnecessary, or nearly so. 


A Public Defender for every county is what is needed. After that is 
assured other inaccuracies in the methods of the law can come up for

THE SHUBERTS 
Will Reduce Prices at Their Theaters 


New York, Nov. 5.—The Shuberts announce 
a reduction in prices at their theaters that the 
war tax may not prove an additional burden 
to the public.

Or- 
chestra seats will now be $2 instead of $2.50, 
except on Saturday nights and holidays, when 
the old prices will be retained.

TAX WORRIES MANAGERS 
That Ten Per Cent Looks Mighty Big 
to Loop Houses in These Days of 

Mighty Competition 


Chicago, Nov. 5.—A reader of the daily 
Bewspapers would come to the conclusion that 
the impusition of the war tax in big Loop thea- 
ters is an vccasion for general jollification. 
You get a picture of patriots clamoring for 
admission, purposely going to theaters in order 
to demonstrate their patriotism and shouting: 
“Well, it's for a good cause and I'm mighty 
glad I can help Uncle Sam this way. My only 
regret is that the Government doesn't charge 
a fifty per cent tax.”* 

Of course, there are high-spirited individuats 
who figure this way, but the initial workings 
of the tax makes it seem likely that most of 
these blown-in-the-bottle patriots have joined 
the army or are too busy supplying it with 
necessary ammunition to find much time for 
theaters, 

The managements attributed the first falling 
off to inclement weather, but soon the desire 
to keep up attendance led them to quit kidding 
themselves along and a net result was a slight 
raising of prices, the house shouldering the 
tax burden, or decrease in admission rates, so 
that the public would not be called upon to pay 
a greater gross than heretofore. 

The experiment is still too new for a final 
judgment, but it looks as if the managers are 
rigbt in not trusting too much to the news- 
paper-touted spirit of patriotism.

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STOCK AND ORGANIZED 
BURLESQUE DUE TO CLASH 


Circuit Officials Resent Tendency of Stock To Put 
“Taint” Back in Burlesque — Threaten 
To Wage War Unless Tactics 
Are Changed 


New York, Nov. 3.—It became known today 
that a battle between organized and stock bur- 
lesque is imminent unless stock burlesque mends 
its ways and cleans up as organized burlesque 
has done. It is understood that the officials of 
organized burlesque do not resent the presence of 
stock burlesque in any of its territory on account 
of any drawing power it may have, but they do 
object to the fact that many stock companies 
are today putting out the very sort of material 
which organized burlesque has gotten away from. 
These officials resent the tendency of many stock 
burlesque companies to exploit filth because they 
claim this is keeping the taint in burlesque and 
that it reacts against organized burlesque, which 
has been busy the past few years washing its 
dirty linen. 

On this point one of the most prominent figures 
in burlesque said to The Billboard representa- 
tive today: ‘‘If stock burlesque continues its 
present course we will have to fight it in self- 
defense. We are today struggling as we have 
struggled for some years to win for burlesque a 
good name. Stock burlesque is tearing down the 
reputation we have gained for our shows, and 
if things go on as they are going burlesque will 
again have thrust upon it all the ignominy of the 
past. Stock burlesque does not burt us in any 
other way. We have no objection to honest bur- 
lesque competition, for the field is a big one, and 
there is room for us all, but we do maintain 
that stock burlesque should be made to conform 
to the same laws of decency which we are con- 
forming to.’’ 

Knowledge of the sort of stock burlesque 
which is being offered in certain places proves 
that there is considerable ground for this com 
plaint.~ The popularity of burlesque, which is 
gaining rapidly, has created a demand for stock 
burlesque, and many stock burlesque companies 
are firmly established and doing a big business 
in various cities. Stock burlesque will continue 
to fill a growing demand as organized burlesque 
will continue io fill an ever increasing demand. 
Many of the stock companies offer shows which 
are unquestionably clean, but there are exceptions 
and, unfortunately, there are too many of them. 
Some of the stock companies which are located 
in cities where the organized burlesque companies 
play are among the chief offenders.

There should be no double standard in bur- 
lesque. Material which is too filthy for or- 
ganized burlesque should be ruled out of stock 
burlesque. If the “‘cooch’’ dance is improper 
for organized burlesque it is improper for stock 
buevlescue. The authorities should keep as close 
a watch on stock burlesque companies as on the 
shows of the No. 1 aud No, 2. The two big cir 
cuits have practically kitted improper burlesque 
and they have proved conclusively that the 
public has a welcome for clean shows, and that 
it doesn’t want shows of the type which years 
ago branded burlesque as “unclean.”” Where 
stock burlesque has no field without catering to 
those who want filth there is no legitimate fleld 
for it, and it should be driven out. Burlesque 
has climbed far up the ladder to better things, 
Any attempt at this late day to resurrect the 
old type of burlesque should very properly be re 
sented, and the public should do the resenting. 


DOES CLEAN BURLESQUE PAY? 


Baltimore, Nov. 3.—There can be no doubt that 
burlesque shows which offer clean, wholesome 
fun are much better patronized than the coarse, 
rouzh, salacious offerings with which the title

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DANCE MUSIC AN 
IMPORTANT FACTOR 


Far More Impressive Than Or- 
dinary Type—Many Num 
bers Popularized in 
Dance Halls 


Dance music, from the informal kind heard 
in corner dance halls to the more exacting tyre 
prepured for stage usage, is a highly important 
contributing influence that must be gauged in 
ofder to ascertain vital factors in the popu- 
larization of song, 

The music which is played and not sung is 
far more impressive than the ordinary words 
and music type. This is because there is 
nothing to interfere with the music’s complete 
conquest of the soul. However, words serve 
a most useful purpose in aiding to identify 
this type of melody. That’s why many numbers 
which enjoyed latent popularity as instrumentals 
suddenly leap to the forefront when supplic 
with suitable words. 

Strange to say, dance music of the star *s 
not fill the place of importance occupi . 
the numbers played at informal affairs. This | 
is not sald with a view to discounting th 
value of dance music of the stage. It is a 
mere statement of fact. In exceptional cases 
of dancers like the Castles, when the public 
has accepted a new craze, numbers are started 
via the stage route. But these are not the 
rule. 

On the other hand the influence of the informal 
dance is enormous, Everything about it tends to 
make it so, Conversation is, at best, difficult on 
tha dance floor, The swaying couples are forced 
to concentrate attention upon tunes played, 
each melody being repeated many times in a 
given interval. It ‘is necessary for the dancers 
intuitively to understand the essential differ- 
ences between the standard types of music In 
order to give a good account of themselves 
to their partners. It is a mighty poor dancer 
who does not know the difference between a one- 
step and the fox trot—or either and a waltz. 

It may be argued that the actual melody used 
is merely incidental. This argument would 
hold good if dancers attended only one dance, 
where entirely new numbers are used. But it 
is far more likely that a vast majority attend 
several dances within the regular season and 
learn to perceive the manner in which certain 
numbers rise to the crest of popularity. Now 
if these numbers possess words that have been 
heard at theaters dance floor groups learn to 
identify them. In some cases they even take 
up the words of the chorus and sing in unison. 
When this stage is reached a number has, in- 
deed, become popular. 

It is the dance hall which is chiefly responst- 
ble for the amateur’s mad desire to write 
popular songs. As the melodies are revealed 
the layman, who knows nothing of the many 
processes that have gone before, concludes that 
it is a very simple matter to prepare the right 
Kind of tunes—and is started on the way to 
success or failure. The pull at the heart- 
strings of those who think they possess com- 
posing ability is far stronger than that experi- 
enced while a song is heard in the theater. 

Performers should go to dance halls as fre- 
quently as possible. There is something in the

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SONG LOGIC 


HEART INTEREST 


Heart interest in songs must go farther than the mere composition, Unless the song is so 
designed that singers grasp at the spirit in a manner which is readily transferred to listeners 
what is meant for sentiment frequently descends into the absurd. Many confuse heart interest 
with high-browed expression. As a matter of fact they are not even remotely related. Sim- 
plicity is the keynote. But it must be real simplicity, not crudeness revealing inability to con- 
struct. Performers instinctively perceive the difference, which accounts for the success of 
meritorious ballads and failure of the other kind. 


“GOOD-BY” SONGS 


We have entered upon an era of ‘‘good-by’’ songs—superinduced by the war. This type of 
song should be the easiest to write, because the idea is readily presented from a thousand dif- 
ferent angles. Yet how many songs of this type are on the present market? It is a safe wager 
that some could be picked out of old catalogs, prepared long before the war was dreamed of, that 
would fit the present situation far more suitably than those now ground out. The reason for 
this lies in the fact that, in days when this type was not prevalent, a song had to be of super- 
merit to reach the publishing stage, when dedicated to the ‘“‘good-by’’ theme, which, in normal 
times, is deemed commonplace. But now the oldest ideas in the world are set forth in crude 
fashion and we are expected to believe that something new and wonderful has been evolved. 


GUARD IT WELL 


Your talent is your birthright—guard it well. Learn what kind of songs you are best 
qualified to sing and stick to them. No greater mistake can be made than to venture outside of 
your logical limits, spurred by the flattery of those who think more of their songs’ headway than

But Finds Chicago Publishers Wary 
Because of Reported Schemes for 
Evading Regulations

Chicago, Nov. 2.—An endeavor to stir up local 
interest in the Music Publishers’ Protective Ax- 
sociation was made all last week, culminating jn 
a secret meeting, held last Saturday. However, 
the meeting did not witness the anticipated rush 
of membership on the part of reluctant Chicago 
publishers that the society heads anticipated, 
most of those present being merely Western mun- 
agers of Eastern concerns already embraced in 
the membership. Drastic endeavors were made 
to induce a large publisher with main offices in 
Chicago to join, but he steadfastly refused, 
claiming that he did not see his way clear to 
Join a society which aimed at doing away with 
act-paying, when he had evidence that several 
concerns evade the by-laws of the association 
in consideration of allied business support given 
the directors in other lines of endeavor. 

The hardest question which the instigator of 
the meeting had to answer was regarding the 
ethical standing of certain firms in men- 
tioning actors as part writers of songs they in- 
troduce and paying them royalties instead of gir- 
ing them the oldfe~hioned payment for their 
services.

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Editorial Comment 


The Board of Directors of the Metro- 
politan Opera Co:npany is to be con- 
gratulated upon its placing the ban on 


Mperformances of opera in the German 
mi.nguage. 


This decision was, it is said, the di- 
rect result of the stand taken by Dr. 
Karl Muck, leader of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, over the playing of 
the Star-Spangled Banner. 

There has been a steady growth of 
sentiment against the use of the Ger- 
man language, and the Board, by its 
action, was not only patriotic, but far- 
sighted. 

The surprising thing is that the di- 
rectors did not take this step much 


sooner. The fact that America’s lead- 
ing musical institution featured Ger- 
man singers, in German compositions, 
sung in the German language, could not 
but have been of some weight when 
used by German plotters as evidence 
of a divided sentiment in this country 
as regards the war. 

The Metropolitan directors laid them- 
selves open to much criticism when, 
shortly after the outbreak of the war, 
they permitted the appearance of a 
German woman, whose husband had 
been intimately connected with German 
intriguing in this country. The feeling 
over the matter finally reached the 
point that an appeal to the authorities 
at Washington was threatened by those 
among the subscribers who thought 
that every German influence should be 
eliminated from the Metropolitan Opera 
House for the duration of the war at 
least. 

The ban on German opera and ar- 
tists will possibly mean the curtail- 
ment of the opera season, as enough 
Italian and French operas, which will 
have to be used to fill in, are not avail- 
able, many of the best of these being 
controlled by other organizations. 

But better by far to shorten the sea- 
son than to give it over to German. 


Dr. Muck’s hesitancy over allowing 
the Star-Spangled Banner a place on 
the programs given by the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra created no little 
flurry last week.

A PLEA FOR THE LEGITIMATE 


Sussex, N. B. 
Editor The Billboard: 

A short time ago you asked me for an article 
on theatrical affairs in this section of the 
country. If by th.s you meant legitimate the- 
atrical performances the matter is soon disposed 
of—there are none, 

However, it may be possible to stretch this 
article out a little by attempting to analyze 
the cause. I think that I am safe in saying 
that these Maritime Provinces of Canuda differ 
im no respect from other parts of the continent 
as far as popular amusements are concerned. 
Here, as elsewhere, the blame is laid entirely 
to the motion picture houses, There is no 
question but that the silent drama has struck 
a heavy blow at the spoken drama, but this 
does not entirely dispose of the subject. There 
are other factors to be considered. 

The great army of Ivgitimate actors complain 
that pictures have driven them out of their 
occupation. There is much truth in this, but 
on the other hand many such actors have 
shown undue haste in rushing into pictures, 

Probably no industry in the history of the 
country has increased at such a rate as the 
picture business. New theaters (7) have 
sprung up lke mushrooms here, there and 
everywhere, the great majority of them intended 
for pictures only and with no equipment what- 
ever for stage performances. 

Fast as picture houses ate multiplying film 
exchanges are multiplying still more rapidly. 
As an illustration 1 might say that in the 
comparat.vely small (60,000) city of St, John 
there are some fourteen exchanges, or almost 
two exchanges to every theater in the city. 
With all these exchanges forcing pictures on 
the theaters and the theaters in tacir turn 
forcing them on the public it is small wonder 
that the legitimate drama has been forced into 
the background, 

Even in the larger cities there is nothing 
but vaudeville and pictures. If any manager 
is asked the reason he will say that there is 
noth.ng on the road fit to handle, What little 
there is is so decidedly poor that it could not 
compete with the better and cheaper form of 
amusement which pictures supply. The re- 
sult is pictures, pictures, pictures, here, there 
and everywhere, until one is completely sur- 
feited with them and sighs for the gvod old 
times when the legitimate spoken drama occu- 
pied its rightful place on the stage. 

have been in the theatrical! business for 
many years, both before the day of motion 
pictures and now, when they are at the he ght 
of their popularity. My candid opinion is that 
the drama is not a thing of the past, but can 
very easily be revived, and that small, care- 
fully selected companies never had a better op- 
portunity to make money. In the first place 
the lack of opposition is unquestionable, and 
in the second place the public will eagerly 
welcome a change from incessant pictures. I 
am speaking now more particularly of the 
smaller towns, where there is not the variety 
of amusements that the larger cities offer. The 
lack of success by many road companies on 
Provincial tours may be laid almost entirely 
2 lack of judgment in organizing and handling 
em. 

The big, spectacular production can not be 
made to pay in small towns today, aimply be- 
cause there is too much competition at smaller 
admission prices than it would be compelled to 
charge. On the other hand, the small, eco 
nomically handled company of ten or twelve 
people, with a repertoire which will-enable it 
to play full week stands in small towns, has 
every chance in the world to make money. 
Transportation, which is one of the beaviest 
items, is thus reduced to a minimum, and 
this is a great consideration when the jumps 
will average perhaps fifty miles. In such a 
company the selection of the personnel Is, of

KARLE AND PATRIOTIC SONG 


“The writing of the so-called patriotic song 
has been driven to a point where the Govern- 
ment might well take a hand and prohibit this 
eruel form of indoor sport,’’ said Theo. Karle, 
the young American tenor, at a recent inter- 
view. 

‘‘Please make it clear,’’ said the gifted young 
artist, ‘‘that I am heartily in favor of good 
music that is really patriotic and inspiring in its 
composition and wording, but this war has re- 
sulted in a flood of worthless poems to which 
tuneless jingles have been hurriedly attached 
for commercial purposes by so-called ‘patriotics,’ 
and what do we see? Gaudy covered pieces of

Down the Kaiser’s Throat, Tie a Tin Can on 
Willie Hohenzollern, Float the Old Flag on 
Broadway, and When I Come Home I'll Prob- 
ably Be a General (this offering evidently pre- 
sumes a lengthy war), not to mention the heart- 
rending melancholies of He Kissed His Wife 
and Nine Children a Sad Farewell, for He 
Dreamed of a Submarine.

world. As well might the Austrian Catholics 
regret that the Pope was born in Italy, or 1, 
as an American, renounce my Protestantism be- 
cause Luther was a German. No one has greater 
admiration than I for the music that has, for 
instance, been given us by the composers of our 
great and glorious ally, France, but I cannot 
conceive of now ignoring the great German mas- 
ters who form the very cornerstone of all that

The public, it can be recorded, received 
these works of Strauss with enthusiastic ap- 
plause. The theory that art is international 
seems to have been established in New York. 

Walter Damrosch, conductor of the Symphony 
Society, made a speech at the opening concert 
defining the policy of the organization and giv- 
ing the reasons for adhering to the timehonored 
policy of presenting music of all nations, re- 
gardless of political differences. 

“War is so terrible,’’ be said, ‘‘so all engross- 
ing, that it is hard for any of us at present 
to put our minds on anything else, but at the 
same time the normal life of our country should 
be interrupted as little as possible. Business 
should go on. Above all, the civilization of our 
country must not halt and the needs of religion 
and of art must be met to the full that these 
terrible years of bloodshed may not stunt the 
development of our people. For that reason such 


aims as the Symphony Society of New York 


music has achieved in our country. Rather would 
I lay down my baton than thus stifle my heart's 
deepest convictions as a musician and artist. 

“I hope with all my heart’ that you, my 
friends, will agree with me, and that the con- 
certs that we sball give you during the winter 
will be as a refuge from the turmoil of war and 
a solace for its wounds.’’

First Concert, New York, Comedy 
Theater, December 2-17 


Music lovers thruout the country are aware 
of the fact that the privilege of listening to 
symphonic music, capably rendered, is enjoyed 
only in a limited number of cities, " 

It may well be said that, at present, this 
country is like a musical desert, with oases 
seattered here and there—New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Cincinnati, Minneapolis, 
San Francisco and St. Louis. 

These elght cities maintain large and ex- 
pensive orebestras whose services are practically 
monopolized by thelr home patrons, 

The first step to remedy this situation and to 
diffuse a broader appreciation of the best music 
has been taken by The Miniature Philharmonic, 
comprising thirty artists of mature experience, 
acquired both in America and Europe. This 
organization is a happy medium between the 
chamber music and the symphony organization 
of 100 men, unwieldy for traveling purposes. 

Its conductor, Jacques Grunberg, is not only 
an eminent composer and pianist, but is an 
artist deeply interested in the extension of 
musical works thruout the country and in the 
creation of a genuine musical culture. He ts 
in accord with the broader educational aspects 
of the project, and has arranged his programs 
in harmony with them, 

These programs will cover the history of 
symphonic music, and will traverse all schools 
and theories. The soloixts for each concert 
hare been chosen not alone because of their 
eminence as virtuosi, but because of their in- 
trinsic merits, 

It is expected that by rendering concerts in 
cities and towns prepared to co-operate the 
foundation will be laid for a permanent instt- 
tution in the musical life of the United States. 

Cultured men and women all over the country 
will understand the far-reaching importance of 
this plan. Upon their support rests its future. 


GREAT AUDIENCE 


For McCormack in Boston Fills the 
Opera House 


John McCormack, America’s most popular 
tenor, recently opened his season at the Boston 
Opera House to a house filled to overflowing. 
He was handicapped by a slight cold, but his

Field? 


Every idea advanced as to the probable effect 
of the new war tax on the concert field is at 
best mere guesswork, from whatever source it 
may come. Of course, in every business there 
are men gifted with keen insight and extraor- 
dinary perception, whose views on matters of 
this kind are asked and oftentimes accepted as a 
standard for judging the ultimate workings of 
newly arisen conditions. But even they are un- 
able to fathom thle intricacies of human nature, 
or the tendencies of the human mind. And it 
is thru these channels, ever changeable and de- 
fying understanding, that the people's love for 
music must be tested. Until time renders the 
decision the fate of the concert field is in 
abeyance, and one person's opinion is as good as 
another's, 

Aside from the radical few who would refrain 
from enjoying amusement of any kind if they 
thought it would help the cause of the United 
States, it is reasonable to suppose that patrons 
of music will not feel that extortion is being 
practiced In asking them to pay an extra few 
cents to help the Government prosecute a war 
that is being waged in their interest. The 
most economical of us waste a much greater 
amount on sundry nonessentials yeur after year, 
and it will surely be easy to spare the small sum 
asked. 

Then, too, it is said that the patrons of music 
are—the majority of them—of the clase that can 
easily afford to pay the tax, which, tho a con- 
dition that is deplorable when viewed in the 
light that the concert should find appreciation 
among all classes, is one that must bring as- 
surance to the man in the box office that the 
tax will not injure him after all,

FACTOR

inspiring manner in which popular and near- 
Popular numbers are banged forth by the or- 
chestras that does much to sharpen the “per- 
sonality’’ so essential to stage success, 

Publishers will tell you that many numbers 
have enjoyed unmeasured success thru cam- 
paigns embracing dance halls exclusively, With. 
in recent years the orchestras, small and large, 
bave received almost as much attention as the 
performers. The orchestra field in itself, under 
ideal conditions, appeals to publishers particu- 
larly, because instead of involving considerable 
expense that is mever repaid it shows a prima 
facie profit. Orchestrations are nsually sold, 
not given away, and the popularization enjoyed 
is really a sort of by-product. 

Comparatively few people, even now, realize 
that this apparent by-product Is, im reality, a 
major field in itself. However, evolution has 
made so many changes in other flelds of popvu- 
larization and so few in the realms of the dance 
orchestras that it now stands forth as the one 
entity practically unchanged by time or con- 
ditions. 

A performer using publishers’ songs with 
which his or her name has been identified a» 
‘starter’ is given a tremendous boost by dance 
hall usage of the numbers. When somebody 
whispers to q partner, as many couples go 
thru the gyrations of a dance, “That number 
was used by so-and-so at the Palace a few 
weeks ago, and she (or he) sang it great,’’ you 
can bet your bottom dollar that the orchestra 
s performing more valiant service for the per- 
former and publisher than a twenty-mule team. 
If ‘exclusive’? numbers used by performers are 
taken up by orchestras the very fact that many 
orchestras may play them, whereas no other per- 
formers may sing them, enhances the market 
values of the numbers considerably. The itm- 
portance of dance hall orchestras for purveying 
musical comedy successes need not be argued, as 
slight reflection will show it to be self-evident. 

Hats off to the dance hall, the performers and 
publishers’ able and unselfish assistant in adding 
to artists’ individual fame and publishers’ mar- 
ket profits!

WILL ADMITTED TO PROBATE 


Chief Beneficiaries Under Will Withdraw Opposi- 
tion, and Actors’ Fund of America Will 
Receive Real Estate in Neu York 
City Valued at $600,000 


Zanesville, O., Nov, 3.—Judge ©. C, Lemert, 
of the Common Pleas Court, on Wednesday ad- 
mitted to probate the disputed codicil to the 
will of the late John Hoge, multi-millionaire 
manufacturer, by which the Actors’ Fund of 
America and the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
both of New York, are to receive real estate 
valued at $1,700,000, There was no opposition 
to the probate of the codicil by James D. Hoge, 
of Seattle, Wash., the chief beneficiary under 
the will proper, and his sister, Mrs. Bessie 
Grant, of Zanesville, due to a provision in the 
will that any beneficiary contesting the instrn- 
ment should be disinberited, 

The codicil provides that the Metropolitan 
Mvseum of Art be given the building on Fifth 
avenue and Forty-third street in New York, 
known as the Irene Building, with q valuation 
of $1,100,000, and the Actors’ Fund a property 
at Fifth avenue and Forty-third street, New 
York, valued at $600,000. 

The case was noted for the large number of 
attorneys present. Judson Harmon, former

BRADY THEATER PASS 


Famous Souvenir Brings $230 at Auc- 
tion 


New York, Nov, 3.—The famous gold theater 
pass, which was one of the treasured posses- 
sions of the late James Buchanan Brady, was 
sold at auction this week and brought $230. The 
purchaser wae a close friend of Mr. Brady, and 
his name has been withheld, 

The pass was inscribed on a card of gold. 
enameled, and inclosed in a case of gold, which 
is closed with a diamond clasp The Inscription 
on it reads: ‘James Buchanan Brady, No. 7 
West Eighty-sixth street, New York,.’’ The card 
within bears a portrait of Mr. Brady, and was 
engraved with the following: “By these pres 
ents I command all our people to pay court t 
the bearer, James Buchanan Brady—pass him 
self and party to all parts of theatreland where 
Klaw & Erlanger attendants are on guard.” 
This bears the signature of A. L. Erlanger. 

Mr. Brady never made use of the pass, but 
valued it very highly. While with his death 
the pass lost any value other than its Intrins!: 
value a close friend of Mr. Brady, who knew 
how much Mr. Brady thought of it, showed b's 
friendship for the deceased by paying $250 t 
keep it out of the bands of strangers.

‘he much dreaded moment has arrived. Thea- 
ter admissions are now subjected to a Govern- 
ment impost of 10 per cent, the tax being 
.jded to the prevailing price of seats, accord- 
ing to federal instruction, thus adding to the 
treasurer's difficulties that of handling odd 
amounts, such as $2.20, $1.65, $1.10, ete. 

Just what effect the pew conditions will have 
upon the aggregate of business, or of the business 
of plays of any individual type, is, of course, 
pot yet apparent. No less an authority than 
J. J. Shubert has been quoted as saying that 
the addition to the old price will bring ruin 
to the legitimate, that people, already stagger- 
ing under the high cost of living, will give up 
theatergoing altogether and seek amusement 
of a cheaper form in the picture houses and the 
variety shows, 

If experience shows a trend to this result 
there Is only one course of action left to man 
agers to stave off disaster, and that is to in- 
clude the tax in the old price of admission—that 
is, to attempt to carry on their business with 
a 10 per cent reduction In grove receipts. The 
fact that the Government requires the persons 
admitted to pay the new tax’ would result in fix- 
ing the nominal price of the old $2 seats at 
$181, which, with the 19-cent tax called for, 
would bring the actual cash transaction to a 
flat $2. 

If a decision to this effect is to be made it 
should be done without unnecessary delay, be- 

iuse a cut obviously prompted by necessity 
might have an extremely dangerous effect. A 
voluntary redaction in the price of a_ salable 
article always serves as an Inducement to buy, 
whereas a reduction in price resulting from the 
impossibility of selling goods at the quoted figure 
causes suspicion and hesitancy on the part of the 
purchaser, 

The chances are,“under any circumstances, 
that the aggregate amount paid for theater 
tickets, including the amount of the tax, will 
neither increase nor decrease appreciably during 
the next few weeks, unless the full force of 
economle changes begin to make themselves felt 
thruout the country during that period. This 
remark, of course, is to be construed with ref- 
erence to the inevitable slump before Christmas, 
which is bound to be felt more keenly than ever 
this year when we shall all spread ourselves 
in an endeavor to spread the holiday spirit to 
muddy shell holes of France. 1 

But this much we can anticipate. Provided 
that the added price does not affect the ag- 
cregate receipts of all attractions, it will at 
least affect the distribution of that aggregate, 
with the result that there will be more money 
pald thra the windows at the big successes—the 
deduction of the tax making no change from 
normal, while the amount spent for seate for 
less successful entertainments will be consider- 
ably curtailed not only in gross, but move par- 
ticularly In the net. 

In other words more money will be paid to 
see successes, tho the producers of successes 
will not benefit thereby, while failures will be- 
come more pronounced than they are today. This 
condition will benefit those who look for quick 
decisions, but will add to the heartburns and 
little tragedies that are the inevitable by- 
prvluct of the production of unsuccessful plays. 
Whereas in the past many a piece, the fate of 
“hich was hanging in the balance, was Sicspp-o<eor--ansbecutiniabilighinanaat:ateneeaaaeeaeeeeaaeeaieaniaeaetae 
alive for a considerable time in the hope that the 
public might eventually make up its mind to 
like it, thus giving employment to a considerable 
wumber of people for a sufficient time to repay 
them for the labor and strain of weeks of re- 
hearsal—plays finding themselves in this situa- 
tien must necessarily post the two weeks’ no- 
tice immediately after the premiere. A few fig- 
ures may make their situation clear. Under 
the old condition a play on tour, receiving an 
average of 65 per cent of the gross takings, 
might have broken even If the average takings 
reached $4,000 a week thruout a 30-week season. 
Making no allowance for the Increased cost of 
transportation, advertising, etc., the same play, 
routed over the same territory, playing the same 
‘ggregate business, will end Its 30-week season 
show ing a loss of not less than $7,200—this be- 
ing the attraction’s share of a Governmental tax 
levied on a losing venture. The closing of many 
attractions that otherwise might have provided 
* season's work to scores of actors will eventual- 
'y bring about a readjustment between the 
Soaring actor's salary and the reduced margin 
of profit im the producing game. The actor's 
Salary, of course, reacts with the universal law 
°f supply and demand, The worst of it ta that 
the fellow with the top salary, whose salary ts 
‘ig because there is a real demand for his 
‘ervices, will be the last to feel the need of 
shaving his price, and the small fry will, in the 
meantime, suffer most, And with the cost of 


living still rising the hard road of the aspirant 
will be made the harder. 


Managers are freely confessing that the new 
metropolitan season has proven a disappoint- 
ment. Following a seasco in which a phe- 
nomenal aggregite was attained the new season 
has brought forth only five pronounced successes. 
Only one of these ranks with the three big 
smashing successes of last year. And this be- 
fore the effect of the new tax hae been felt. 

The road, too, which ordinarily acts as a 
barometer of industrial conditions, has proven 
uncertain, unreliable. Experience has shown, 
however, that prosperity is slow to show it- 
self in the theater, that receipts do not really 
anticipate, but reflect conditions. For this rea- 
son it may confidently be expected that the 
last half of the season will bring business above 
normal, Billion after billion cannot be poured 


automobile and will have to keep it going with 
supplies from town; he deposits money in the 
bank, which is at the disposal of big business, 
and the fact that he is prosperous—if he doesn’t 
hide his wealth in an old stocking—helps every

For this reason we should not grow despondent 
over conditions of the minute. It is true that 
we all await the first American casualty lists 
with fear and trembling not only for the grief 
they may bring to us and our friends individual- 
ly, but for the havoc that their depressing effect 
may work with the business as a whole, But 
reports from Canada, where every man, woman 
and child has by this time had the horrors of 
war brought close home, indicate that the thea- 
ters are doi@g well. People have sought enter- 
tainment as a solace and as mental relief.

New York, Nov. 3.—Broken Threads might be 
spoken of as an unambitious play, for it tells a 
simple story in an unostentatious way, depends 
little upon comedy ard is decidedly moody. And 
yet there is a charm about it and a dramatic 
intensity which argue well for its future. 

The prolog has for its environment the balcony 
of the Gaiety Restaurant in San Francisco. John 
Brenton, a big political power, has a secret meet- 
ing there with two plain clothes men, and orders 
the: to spirit out of the city a cabaret singer, 
with whom Dick Brenton, his brother, is infatu- 
ated. For three years Dorothy Darrell, the 
singer, has been the mistress of Brenton. Harry 
Wynn, a young prospector, has come into her 
life, however, and has offered to marry her. 
Dorothy attempts to break with Brenton, but he 
senses the influence of the other man. Later 
that same night Brenton comes upon the scene 
when Dorothy and Wynn are clasped in each 
other's arms. Brenton attempts to shoot the girl, 
but Wynn grapples with him and Brenton is shot 
and killed by his own revolver. 

The two plain clothes men and John Brenton 
rush in. Wynn is arrested for murder. The 
girl declares Wynn shot in self-defense. John 
Brenton, passionately fond of his brother, insists 
Wynn be rushed thru the courts and be made 
to pay the death penalty. ‘The girl is drugged 
and sent to Australia that she may not be a 
witness in Wynn's behalf. 


The story proper takes place five years later. * 


Wynn, who was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree and sentenced to life imprisonment, now 
appears as Jim Kendall. Soon after his confine- 
ment he escaped from prison and now a reward 
of $5,000 hangs over his head. He has been pros- 
pecting in ‘‘no man’s land’’ and has located a 
rich mine. ‘The sale of this to General Creighton 
forces him to come from under cover. He comes 
to the Coronado Hotel, San Diego, Col., and there 
is seen by the District Attorney, who has his 
suspicions that Kendall is the wanted Wynn. 
The District Attorney finally satisfies himself of 
Kendall's identity and plots his arrest. At this 
point Kendall comes upon Dorothy, who is sing- 
ing at the hotel. He has hated her, thinking she 
deserted him when her testimony could have 
saved him. But this is easily explained. Tne 
wind-up is illogical, for, when the officers close 
in on Wynn, alias Kendall, General Creighton 
calls up the Governor of the State on the long- 
distance and the audience learns that the Gov- 
ernor replies: ‘‘Let Wynn go on Creighton’s word 
to produce him when he is wanted.’ The audl- 
ence is further given to understand that every- 
thing will be ‘‘all right,’’ and, of course, Dorothy 
and Wynn are embracing as the curtain goes 
down, 

The acting of Cyril Keightley stands out, An 
assumption of that characteristic Kentucky drawl 
gives a certain fascination to his work. His 
speeches are slow and languid, his mannerisms 
are typically in keeping, and he moves with that 
eautious deliberateness of the man who thinks 
and makes sure, but then does not hesitate. 
Phoebe Hunt, his leading woman, makes a most 
charming Derothy Darrell. The New York news- 
paper critics said: 

Herald: ‘‘Was regarded by many in the audi- 
ence as a creditable effort to give the stage 
another real American play."’ 

Sun: “Without actually hitting the bull's-eye 
of theatrical suecess Broken Threads landed well 
within the circle.’

West Baden, the Carlsbad of America, Reopens 
With Splendor and Enthusiasm—Guests 
and Performers All Delighted 


Where is West Baden, and what is it? It’s 
a little town down in ‘‘Injianie;’’ in fact it’s 
away down in that Hoosier State, not far from 
the Ohio River. It’s a neighbor to French Lick, 
where friend, Thomas Taggart, makes his home 
when not at Washington, D. C., or attending 
some other political meeting. In 1888 Mr, Lee 
W. Sinclair took over a little hotel property 
which had recently displaced an old log cabin 
that had been built in 1842. [le developed this 
property until it gave great promise of being a 
real property when it was destroyed by fire 
on the night of June 13, 1901. The new build- 
ing took form in the mind of its designer be- 
fore the flames had ceased to lick up the last 
of the old structure. Scotch grit and Scotch 
gumption were equal to raising another Phoenix 
from the ashes in the form of the world’s great- 
est hotel architectural marvel as it has been 
worked out at this great resort. 


Last week The Billboard had such a splendid 
account of the physical property that we will 
not attempt a further description, as it would 
be but trying to paint the lily to describe that 
wonderful little city stored away under what is 
the highest dome in all the world, There is 
more glass in that dome than is to be found in 
the Crystal Palace in London. It is higher than 
st. Peter’s at Rome and measures two hundred 
feet in diameter and covers 62,852 square feet of 
floor space. There were 1,553 guests registered 
at the hotel for the opening, and 2,500 guests 
and visitors were present at the atrium, 


The afternoon program was opened by the 
famous Norwegian violinist, Ole Theobaldi, 
whose celebrated collection of ancient violins 
was as much a part of his program as his mar- 
velous dexterity with the bow. Ole Bull himself 
never played with more verve than did his medal- 
bedecked successor on this occasion. 


Would a violin fill that great open space 
which seemed to look as tho all outofdoors had 
been covered with a crystal dome? Would the 
violin so vibrate that its beanty of tone would 
be lost in the echoes of its own creation? These 
were questions that only a test would answer. 
The great artist opened with a ‘Mountain 
Sonte’’ composed by Ole Bull. It’s very open- 
ing tones seemed to lift that great multitude 
into a higher realm, and men and women sat 
entranced until the last note had died away. 
Then, as if by prearranged signal, they broke 
forth in wild applause. 

Madame Lillian Chase followed with an Aria, 
My Heart at Thy Sweet Voice, by Saint Saens, 
which revealed a beautiful and well-trained con- 
tralto voice that charmed and soothed all into 
« land of sweet forgetfulness, where even rheu- 
matism and dyspepsia were eliminated, and the 
soul reveled in the fairy land of song. 

This was followed by a superb number, pro- 
zrammed The Tableau Vivant, presented by the 
courtesy of Ed Ballard, the owner of the Hag- 
»nbeck-Wallace Circus, which had only a few 
lays before pulled into West Baden for its 
winter stay at home. This was a splendid con 
tribution in the form of bronzed figures, repre 
senting world famous pieces of sculpture. Its 
merit was enhanced when we who stood behind 
the screen saw with what care these artists 
staged their every move. In fact it was the lack 
of any movement that made these men out- 
statue the original statues themselves. 

Miss Helen Keller came next, and had to take 
that vast audience on to realms of higher ec- 
stasy with nothing but her artistry and an or- 
linary piano to aid her. She was equal to the 
occasion, and her numbers were as delightfully 
received as were those of the circus folk. Go- 
ing some, 

The Nan King Troupe of Chinese Acrobats was 
the next on the program. And they, too, had 
been loaned by the generosity of the Hagenbeck- 
Wallace management. Their stunts were hair- 
raising in the extreme. They furnished the 
thrillers. Cold chills crept down the vertebrae 
of more than one who only a few moments 
»vefore would have taken oath that his nerves 
were all gone. This was a really entertaining 
performance, and was one that must be seen to 


ay 


be appreciated. We saw it not in the sawdust 
ring, but at close range, and the closer one was 
to it the greater the marvel of it all.

LINCOLN FOLK IN THE WAR 


The Lincoln System is proud of its war record, 
and has a good right to be, with some forty 
Lincoln men serving the colors. Some heeded 
the call to the officers’ training camps, and have 
won their commissions, Others enlisted as 
privates in the army and navy, and some waited 
the honorable distinction of being called into 
service thru the selective draft. 

Significant of the changes in the game of war 
is the fact that the army ts finding places for 
specialists, and it no longer seems necessary for 
all professional men and experts to sacrifice their 
experience and training and become  trigger- 
pullers. Under the new scheme of things the 
specialists are aiding in the trigger-pulling by 
serving In capacities for which they are especial- 
ly fitted. The point is well demonstrated by 
some of the Lincoln System's men in the service. 
The superintendent of transportation enlisted for 
wer work and was promptly assigned to duties 
similar to those in which he was engaged during 
the chautauqua season, Oliver McWilliams is 
now routing entertainments for soldiers, super- 
‘ising the tenting and housing problems of 
amusements in the Southern department, and 
feels as much at home at it as If he were seated 
at his desk on La Salle street. A. P. Oakes, 
publicity manager for Lincoln, enlisted in the 
officers’ training camp, and after seven weeks of 
trench digging and intensive drilling was ‘‘dis- 
rovered’’ and specially detailed to the position 
of supervisor of publicity for the Southern De- 
partment, covering six States. William Beers, 
Vice-president of the Lincoln organization, was 
“drafted as a member of the Red Cross Execu- 
tive Committee for war service. A large number 
of the other Lincoln men have received assign- 
ments in branches of the service where their 
talents may be put to good use for the Govern- 
ment. H. Holmberg, cireuit manager, is occu- 
rying a similar position in the Red Triangle 
service for soldiers. 

While visiting the many army camps and 
mingling with the men the idea of specialization 


is_emphasized. Entertainers are doing their bit 
by entertaining, and entertainment is found as 
necessary as close order drilling and the manual 
of arms. School teachers are teaching army 
classes. Doctors are following their profession 
among the soldiers, and are doing a great and 
much-needed work. Business men are being as- 
signed to duties where their special qualifications 
are particularly needed. The war is a war of 
specialization, and to the chautauqua world it is 
of special interest that the chautauqua has an 
important part on the great world program in 
war just as it has in peace,

DEATH TAKES FORMER: LEC- 
TURERS 


Private John Allen, of Mississippi, was for 
years one of the great figures in Congress. He 
was one of the most congenial men at the 
National Capital, and his contagious and eve- 
ready wit put him to the forefront as a debater 
aud kept him there as a character. His time 
was much sought after by the various lyceum 
bureaus and local committees as a lecturer, 

General Charles H. Grosvenor, of Athens, 0., 
a member of Congress for a decade, died October 
20, aged S4. He was known for years as ‘Old 
Figers,"’ a name that he earned by his pro- 
clivity to figure out the majorities that the 
Républicans would secure in each election. Mr, 
Grosvenor toured the country repeatedly as a de- 
bater with Champ Clark, discussing the tariff 
and other party policies which then divided the 
two great pirties, or seemed to divide them. 

E. Benjamin Andrews, at one time head of 
the Chicago schools, and later made president 
of the University of Nebraska, died October 30 
at Interlake, Fla., where he had gone for his 
health. His home was at Lincoln, Neb. He 
was one of the solid lecturers who contributed 
much to the lyceum and chautauqua, 


Ex-President Willlam Howard Taft is doing 
more lecturing on lyceum courses this season 
than ever before.

Gay Zenola MacLaren is really a dramatic 
medium thru which every type of character, 
from Juliet to Simon Legree, can speak and act 
with perfect freedom and uncanny realty.

After the first recital people were 
wildly enthusiastic, After the second they 
clamored for more until the management, to 
comply with public request, put the musical 
company, who were to fill the following evening, 
on for a prelude, and Miss MacLaren gave a 
third play before one of the largest audiences 
ever gathered in the park. The following Sun- 
day, after chautauqua season had closed, she 
returned and gave two more plays, afternoon 
and evening, from the band stand in the park, 
to tremendous crowds. Still they clamored for 
more, and she was engaged to .return three 
weeks from that date for cight recitals, giving 
a different play each night. The following sum- 
mer she was engaged to give the only two 
plays she had left on her repertoire, after which 
telephone calls from Louisville and all of the 
surrounding towns came in to the management 
insisting that she go on the next night and re- 
peat one of the plays given the preceding year. 

The last season the same thing happened, and 
she again repeated a play given on one of her 
former visits to an audience of 5,000 people. 

She has been sent five times by the United 
States Government to Panama, where she bas 
given 108 recitals to builders of the canal. She 
was called ‘‘The Idol of the Isthmus’’ and show- 
ered with attention and praise from the hum- 
blest steam shovel man to the President of the 
United States himself.

Since her return to the States she has been 
busy at the cantonments. She has already given 
eleven recitals here,

later he was at Chautauqua Lake, N, Y., and 
there heard Miss MacLaren give her single- 
woman show, and is free to say that her per- 
formance gave more genuine pleasure than the 
entire cast gave him when he first heard the 
play. Every character was separate and dis- 
tirer and, what was more, each character was 


an exact duplicate of the one heard in the play. 
The same voice, tone, quality, emphasis, gesture 
and look; all were there, and, what was more,

New York, Nov. 5.—Not even the avalanche of 
ypenings which have snowed Broadway under 
ihe past week (and, by the way, it’s been some 


syalanche! If you've been out of town a fort- 
night the theatrical map is a mystery on your 
return)—not even the landslide of new shows 
yas taken the attention from the U. 8. Army and 
Navy Bazaar which theatrical women have been 
jevoting every extra minute to. 

For the second time this year Grand Central 
Palace has blossomed out in flowered booths 
which shelter stars of many sorts, this time 
under the auspices of the Army and Navy Field 
Comfort Committee. It is highly reminiscent of 
those Actors’ Fund Fair days back in busy May. 
Miss Emma Frohman couldn't resist a bazaar to 
save her life. They're her trademark, her 
specialty. Bazaars and Miss Frohman fit better 
than most gloves, and this one has been one of 
her most conspicuous triumphs. As the sister 
of one of America’s most distinguished victims 
of Germany's first deliberate and serious insult 
she is gladly ‘‘doing her bit’? with a deeper 
cause and a more personal feeling than that of 
a cusual manager.

There is more to say of the bazaar. But all 
bazaars are much the same and there have been 
so many of them that detailed description has 
lost its flavor. 

Marjorie Rambeau brought her crystal ball, 
which has made both her and The Eyes of Youth 
famous this season, and tells glowing fortunes in 
the Psychic Booth, set up by the Stage Women's 
War Relief. Of course, there have been other 
hostesses, but the honors have naturally gone 
to Miss Rambeau and her ball, 

In between her peeks at the future she found 
time to sell the latest copies of The Billboard, 
peddling them with as much vim as the news- 
woman in the entrance of the Putnam Building 
on Wednesday mornibgs. 

Practically every actress in town who could 
spare the time has been helping some, if only 
for a short while after the show, Lillian Rus- 
sell has been there and Mme. Petrova, Constance 
Collier, Amelia Bingham, Pauline Frederick, 
Roshanara, Norma Talmadge and Marguerite 
Clark.

Chicago, Nov. 3.—The Annual Convention of 
the Fair Secretaries and the International Live 
Stock Exposition will hold the center of Chi- 
eago's conclave etage during the first week of 
December. The Live Stock Exposition will be 
held between December 1 and & and the fair 
secretaries will meet Dec. 5, 6 and 7, 

The fair secretaries intentionally planned a 
simultaneous gathering because of the relative 
interests between live stock sponsors and county 


This is the first big meeting of either organ- 
ization since America’s participation in the 
world war, and so many problems of wide im- 
portance must come up for solution that the 
moctings promise to be the most important ever 
held. 

The outcome of the economy program of the 
fair secretaries, as evidenced in the recently 
organized publicity bureau, during its initial 
period of work, will be closely scrutinized by all 
factions. It is the general consensus of opinion 
that the organization could not have taken a 
more important step for the mutual protection 
of the many fairs and expositions represented, 
in view of the unlooked for international com- 
plications, which would have called for similar 
steps that, otherwise, would have been taken 
hastily, instead of with the timely foresight 
urged by the Missouri contingent. 

B. H. Heide, secretary of the International 
Live Stock Exposition, believes the war adds 
greatly to the responsibility of the organiza- 
tion's sveneere in the matter of educating farm- 
ets in get the proper perspective of na- 
tional affairs.

“Live stock on every farm is a military ne- 
cessity, and it has become a national obligation 
und a patriotic duty to use every means at our 
command in an effort to stimulate interest in 
live stock production.”’

TEXAS STATE FAIR

Dallas, Tex., Nov. 3.—The State Fair closed 
here on last Sunday with a record of nearly a 
million paid admissions, and to say it was the 
greatest of all previous years is no exaggeration. 
The weather was ideal, and not once was there 
rain in the sixteen days of the exposition, the 
only possible drawback being one or two cold 
days, which did not seem to hinder the crowds, 
The Wortbam Shows were packed all the time 
and gave entire satisfaction. 

The directors of the fair association will prob. 
ably meet some time this month to receive the 
report of this, the thirty-second annual exposi- 
tion, and to discuss improvements for 1918. 
Some of the proposed improvements are the 
construction of a new agricultural building, the 
addition of Gaston Park to the fair grounds, the 
construction of a press building and improve- 
ments on the live stock building. President R. 
E. L. Knight has not as yet decided the defi- 
nite date when the meeting will be called.

Makes Enviable Record at Mt. Pleasant, 
Tenn. 

Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., Nov. 3.—Converting a 
cornfield into a race track and fair grounds in 
five weeks’ time and conducting one of the most 
successful four-day county fairs ever held in 
Tennessee was the record of John P. McGaw, 
veteran fair manager and racing promoter, who 
on October 20 closed the rejuvenated Maury 
County Fair bere. Sacked by enterprising busi- 
ness men of the Phosphate City, Manager Me- 
Gaw overcame all obstacles, and in lieu of build- 
ings displayed all of the numerous exhibits un 
der canvas. Even the fence around the enclosure 
was canvas, But the absence of the more sub 
stantial structures wags no bar to the efforts of 


agement. Business people of the town openly 
knocked the enterprise to strangers, and a 
computation of the crowds on the streets showed 
two and three times as many country people 
on the streets of the town as atethe fair grounds. 
Political and commercial club dissensions are 
said to be responsible for the failure to support 
the fair. 

A large crowd of visitors swooped down on 
the falr the opening day and everybody ‘did 
business’’ and prophesied an excellent week. 
But the absence of attractions in front of the 
grand stand and lack of races on opening day 
caused the news to be spread that there was 
nothing to see and it went thru the county like 
wildfire, The attendance on the following days 
showed the effects of the lack of entertainment 
on the opening day, in spite of the fact that 
when the races did start records were broken, 
elaborate purses were distributed and some of 
the best trotters ever seen in California partici 
pated. 

Foley & Burk furnished the amusement at 
tractions and were grouped between the main 
entrance and grand stand. The local officials 
were very careful to stick around and thoroly 
inspect the F. & B. outfit with a ylew of finding 
“strong joints.’’ Of course, as none are carried 
with the show, none were found. Indeed so 
great was the zeal of the officials in looking 
over the legitimate attactions that they failed 
to note one of the strongest jingle boards ever 
framed, on the line of the Independent con 
cessions, So eager were the owners of the board 
for the ‘“‘kale’’ that they even accepted money 
from kids.—BOZ.

THE WAR TAX 


The Billboard has received several inquiries 

from skating rink managers relative to the war 
tax which became effective on November 1. The 
law says that there shall be collected a tax of 
1 cent for each ten cents or fraction thereof 
of the amount pald for admission to any place, 
to be paid by the person paying for such admis 
sion. In other words, if an admission of 10 
cents is charged to those entering the rink such 
persons must pay @ l-cent tax, or If 15 cents ts 
the admission charge a tax of 2 cents must be 
valid. 
, The tax on admission of children under 12 
years of age where an admission charge for such 
children is made shall in every case be 1 cent, 
irrespective of the admission charged. 

A municipal officer (freman or policeman) on 
other than official business and admitted free 
will be required to pay the tax. 

All other persons, with the exception of those 
mentioned above, and Including bona fide em- 
ployees admitted free or extended the courtesy 
of any rink, will be required to pay the tax of 
1 cent for each 10 cents or fraction thereof of 
the price so charged to such otber persons for 
the same or similar accommodations. 

No tax shall be levied when all the proceeds 
go to the benefit of religious, educational or 
charitable institutions, 

The term, ‘‘admission,”’ as used in the title 
of the act, includes the charges for any services 
rendered and the charges wade therefor, or, tn 
other words, if no admission is charged to a rink 
and a l5-cent charge is made for the use of 
skates a 2-cent tax will be required. 

If a manager charges an admission of 10 cents 
and another 15. cents for the use of skates a 
S-cent tax must be paid. 

If no admission is charged, and skates .are 
charged for and when an occasional skating at- 
traction is offered to which an admission is 
charged, a tax of 1 cent for each 10 cents or 
fraction thereof so charged must be paid on the 
price asked for skates and an additional tax 
when an admission price is charged for the at- 
traction.

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MUSICAL MUSINGS 


By THE MUSE 


Jazz is getting kicked out of Chicago. That's

, “Somewhere in England,’’ 
October 7, 1917. 

Dear Muse—It might interest you to get 
some first-hand news of the air raids over here. 

The first thing necessary to explain is just 
what ‘“‘shrapnel’’ is. The entire cartridge is 
about eighteen inches long and three inches 
in diameter; the brass shell holding the pow 
der occupies a little over half of this space, 
while the steel casing holding about 200 bullets 
the size of the end of your little finger takes 


up the other portion. This steel casing is 
timed to explode (there being within it an- 
etber small powder receptacle with sufficient 


explosive to blow the shell case to pieces) as 
pleases the gunner, and we have then these 
200 bullets released, plus a great number of 
small, all sized pieces of exploded shell case— 
the latter appear more deadly than the bullets. 
All that goes up comes down, so they say, not 
speaking of certain shoe-string shows now, 
so there is great danger to a person who Is 
under no protection during a raid from the 
falling shrapnel, and many casualties result 
from this. When one of those 112-pound bombs 
dropped from an altitude of 15,000 feet pay one a 
call Gabriel Just writes in bis book the names 
ef those who were within 300 yards of the 


scene, and when they gather up the pieces 
there are seven baskets full, so the good book 
says. 


One feels a bit uncanny when the drone of 
the big Gotbas are heard overhead in the bright 
moonlight and the bombs ruin the sheep pas- 
tures a little ways off, while the shrapnel 
whine thra the air like the song of a lost- 
souled cat, to explode high up with a fash 
as of an are light suddenly switched on and 
off and a soft pad noise likened to the beat- 
ing of a carpet. We experienced this the first 
time in camp and it was highly amusing to 
see the soldiers, who bad done time in France 
as well as others just over from Canada, rush 
to the practice trenches and take cover. Of 
course, it is the wise thing to do and there 
were three men who now lie in the white beds 
looking at the white-robed nurses who might 
better have done so, too. To most of us, tho, it 
appeared like a spectacle of fireworks and the 
boys were joking and selling each other seats 
to the performance. We had this for five 
nights and pay po more attentien to it now 
than we would to an eloquent flow of strong 
rhetoric from an exasperated show manager. 


It was my pleasure, if it may be called that 
seeing as bow it was net within my power to 
stop su®h things, to be present In two London 
air raids, ope at night and the otber in the 
daytime. A Hentenant and I ventured forth 
when things wete the liveliest and had 
gotten but ai sbort distance when a po 
liceman tan out from an alcove and pulled 
the officer inside. It was well he did, for 
just at that instance the whistle of exploded 
shrapnel was heard, windows crasbed on both 
sides of the street and the bits of steel 
rung on the pavement like bandsful of 
silver. We heard the scream of a woman 
just across the street and rushed over 
to ber. She appeared to be hit in the shoul- 
der and wag bleeding quite freely; also—a 
thing I bad never thought of and pvssibly 
others pever connected with wounds—the wom 
av turned violently sick and between this and 
the bleed one was riled up enough to scalp a 
baby killer known as the Hun. We got her 
into an ambulance and away. The casualties 
of that particular raid were eleven killed and 
forty-one wounded. I hope that the scream 
of this woman rings clearly {n my ears when 
the time comes for me to go over the top 
with fixed bayonets! And still some pacifists 
say “peace! As well admit Satan as the 
Kalser to the courts of the world! The next 
day we received the warning at 12:45 and 
went out at once to witness the event. We 
bad waited about a half an hour when “BANG” 
went a big @hell directly overhead and the 
way the streets were cleared was notbing short 
of a miracle. Store- 
keepers opened their 
doors and pulled the 
people inside, the 
tubes were rushed, 
cab drivers and car 
men left their ma- 
chines anywhere and 
everywhere and got 
under cover, I 
would say that with- 
in thirty seconds 
there was not a seul 
in sight upon what 
was one of the 
busiest corners of 
London. I bad to 
dodge the grasp of a 
bobby to remain out. 
Two other seldiers 
stool ont in the 
streets watching the 
show. No bembs nor 
shrapnel fell near 
this place, so I am 
left to write about

FIRST FLORIDA EXPOSITION 


Jacksonville, Fla., Nov, 3.—The first Florida 
State Fair and Exposition will be staged in this 
city from February 26 to March 9, 1918, inclu- 
sive, and will no doubt attract a large number 
of people from all points of the South and Mid- 
dle West, in that it commemorates the coming 
of Florida into her own asa live stock and agri- 
cultural State. Being held at the time of the 
year when there are the largest number of 
Northern visitors within ber borders the Florida 
Exposition will be particularly attractive to 
the showman, and in this connection the man 
agement offers, under the direction of B. K. 
Hanafourde, who is also general manager of the 
Great Soil Products Exposition and Farm Con- 
gress, which is an annual event of National im. 
portance, many inducements to showmen. Man- 
ager Harafourde is daily receiving communica- 
tions asking for concession space. 

It is estimated that more than 175,000 people 
will pass thru the gates during the exposition. 
Its buildings and grounds will cover an area of 
95 acres of land. The grounds are located 
within 2 miles of the heart of Jacksonville, and 
have ample street car transportation facilities, 
as well as being situated upon a brick high- 
way. 

Altho the management has not as yet closed 
with carnival attractions several are being con- 
sidered.

Fair, Childress, Tex., writes The Billboard as 
follows: ‘‘Our 1917 fair was bigger and better 
than ever.

My 
patrons will pot stand a raise in admission, 
and I em paying a high price for films, so the 
Government tax and exchangemen's tax com- 
ing on mean much. Yours truly,

Brother Sanders is to be commended for his 
patriotism and willingness to assume the bur- 
den of the tax, even at the apparent ruination 
of bis business, He evidently, tho, has been 
misinformed, as the law relating to the tax 
on admissions specifically states it is to be 
poid by the purchaser of the ticket. As to the 
footage tax, which some exchanges are trying 
to pass on, a refusal on the part of the ex- 
Libitor to pay same can mevn at the worst only 
a cancelation of service, but as there are sert- 
eral distributors who are not passing on the 
tax this would not be much of a bardship. 
Stand pat, don’t pay, and you probably will 
hear that the exchange is willing to assume 
the tax.

LOOK TO A. E. A. 
of Buck on Footage Tax Causes 
Exhibitors To Seek Protection 
of Association 


New York, Nov. 3.—The attempt of the manu- 
facturer and distributor to “pass the buck’’ to 
the exhibitor on the footage tax has resulted 
in a number of exhibitors hastening, during 
the week, to get under the banner of the 
American Exhibitors’ Association, a noticeable 
increase in applications for membership being 
received, 

Many exhibitors have written in to the A. 
E. A. headquarters, knowing that this is the 
one organization that they can depend upon to 
aid them in this emergency. The following 
letter, received at the A. E. offices from R. T. 
Megibben, Regent Theater, Cleveland, Miss., 
is typical of those received from small town 
exhibitors: 

Cleveland, Miss., Oct. 22. 
American Exhibitors’ Association, 

New York City: 
Gentlemen—I berewith enclose my check and 
membership application. I am sending it to 
you for the reason that I may not be able to 
send it later on. You, no doubt, have received 
copies of the letters being sent out by the ex- 
changes, passing their ‘‘war tax’’ along to the 
exhibitors. I am enclosing a copy of letter 
from the New Orleans branch of the General; 
this is one of several I have received. 

They are not satisfied with having us pay 
their part of the tax, but if you will figure it 
up, they stand to make a profit besides. I 
am overloaded with expenses now and this 
extra burden certainly does work a hardship 
on me. I can see no way out of it, but will 
stand it as long as I can hold out. I can 
not increase my prices, am getting 5 and 15 
cents, and can barely pay my expenses at that, 

Regarding the collection of the war tax, that 
is problematical. My opinion is that there will 
be a big falling off in attendance. Am hoping 
that your organization may be able to ac- 
complish something in the way of relief for 
the exhibitor, for in this territory we certainly 
do get it coming and going. Yours truly,

Los Angeles, Nov. 3.—The turbulent sea of 
picture exhibiting in Los Angeles bas grown a 
new obstacle in the form of balking operators 
who refuse to carry the films from the ex- 
changes to the picture houses unless reim- 
bursed. The exhibitors feel that they are be- 
ing taxed on all sides sufficiently and refuse, 
therefore the situation, and owing to a scarcity 
of nonunion operators quite a number of ex- 
hibitors are facing a querulous battle. A new 
branch of employment has sprung from this jn 
the form of men who carry the films from the 
various houses at the rate of $2.25 a week per 
theater. Some feeling exists that the ex- 
changes should deliver the films. However, shoul) 
the exchanges do this, it will again add to the 
cost of the film, and provide no solution to the

will result in their being fair, just and work- 
able. 

“We feel it is hardly necessary for us to 
advance any argument to point out the injustice 
done to the motion picture industry by Congress 
in fixing the present tax upon it. It is the only 
industry directly taxed on its finished product 
regardless of the cost of production. You no 
doubt realize this, as well as many other irregu- 
larities and inequalities of the act, and others 
which will necessarily appear to you after its 
administration is fairly under way. As a fe- 
sult of your experience you undoubtedly will, 
thru the Secretary of the Treasury, make a num- 
ber of recommendations to Congress at its ap- 
proaching session to amend or modify the act. 

“Will you give us the opportunity of confer 
ring with you to concretely point out the bard- 
ships and inequalities with which the industry 
is burdened as a result of the tax, so that 
You may have an intelligent and clear state- 
ment of our reasons and facts upon which we 
base them? 

“Awaiting your advice, we remain,

The delegation which conferred with the 
treasury officials the first of the week was 
headed by William A. Brady, chairman of the 


National Association, and Lee Ochs, president of 
the Exhibitors’ League. They made a strong 
protest against the Interpretation of the tax 
upon positive films of one-half cent per foot. 
The ruling had been made that the tax would he 
levied upon the manufacturer each time he 
rented a picture to an exhibitor instead of only 
upon its initial release. Deputy Commissioner 
Fletcher Hstened to the arguments, ahd was 
easily convinced that the tax had never been in 
tended to work such an injustice and that 
the interpretation given it had been faulty. A 
new interpretation was made which will make 
only one tax of one-half a cent per foot re 
quired in connection with positive films. 

Prior to the delegation’s visit to Washington 
the following letter was written to the internal 
revenue officials by President Brady, in which be 
commented on the letter written to Secretary 
Wright of the Kalem Company, Inc., which 
letter appeared in the last issue of The Bill- 
board: 


. “October 29, 1917. 
“Hon. Daniel C. Roper, 
“Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
“Washington, D. C, 

“Dear Sir—William Wright, secretary of the 
Kalem Co., Inc., of 235 West 23d street, New 
York City, has called my attention to a letter 
which he received from you, dated October 2%, 
1917, from which I beg to quote as follows: 

‘In reply you are advised that as the tax is 
placed not upon the manufacturer of the film 
itself, but upon the sale or lease, the office is of 
the opinion that the tax should be paid not 
by you, who do the commercial work only, but 
by the owner of the film or positive print, and 
upon him the tax will be imposed at one-half 
cent per foot each time the same is sold or 
leased.’ 

“I assume that in the great stress of business 
that is presented to you at this time that your 
opinion expressed in your letter must have been 
based upon a hurried interpretation of the War 
Revenue Act. The language of the act itself 
and the intention of Congress to be gathered 
therefrom clearly indicates that the tax of one- 
half cent per foot on positive motion picture 
films (containing a picture ready for projection) 
is a footage tax upon the original sale or lease 
and not upon re-sales or re-leases. 

“I would appreciate the courtesy of a re- 
consideration of your opinion expressed in your 
letter to Mr. Wright at the earliest possible 
moment in view of the fact that the tax is now 
in force and has been since October 4, 1917.

MOVING PICTURE BUSINESS 
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FIGHTS AGAINST FOOTAGE TAX 


Committee Appointed To Wait on Distributors 


With Authority To 


Cancel Contracts if 


Tax Charge Is Not Rescinded—Over- 
flow Attendance at Meeting 


Chicago, Nov. 3.—With blood in their eyes the 
members of the Motion Picture Theater Owners’ 
Association (Chicago's branch of the A. E. A» 
took decisive action against the film exchanges 
cLarging the fifteen cents per reel war tax at 
their meeting last Tuesday at Fraternity Hall. 
This action took the form of a committee, com- 
posed of E. Thomas Beatty, Lovis H. Frank 
and W. J. Mulligan, to protest to the ez- 
changes. It was decided at the meeting that 
the committee wait on George Kleine first, 
which they did. 

It appears that Kleine’s manager informed 
President Krug that he was not averse to 
having the members specified cancel, as no 
new applicants for Kleine service are accorded 
the same low rates awarded regular customers, 
and should they want the Klein» service again 
they would be met with an advanced fate. The 
committee weighed the matter and decided that 
it would be better to put the matter up to 
Kline rather than take drastic action and be 
forced to pay increased rates later, 

With this. action taken the committee faced 
an unaltered situation. For this reason it was 
deciéed to send the committee to the World 
Exchange and call for wholesale cancellations 
of World Films unless satisfaction is received. 

In discussing the Laemmle Film Exchange 
problem it was shown that the extremely low 
rates charged ty Laemmle made it unadvisable 
for members to withdraw. However, the objec 
tion to meeting the war tax is strong, the 
general opinion being that it would be better 
to tolerate a raise in rates equivalent to the 
tax than to mect the tax and later run the 
risk of meeting both tax and raise, 

It is interesting to note that in several 
cases where exhibitors had remitted checks to 
the exchanges without including the tax levy, 
the cashiers endeavored to make the fifteen 
cents per reel collection, and finally awarded re- 
ceipts, but it was found later that the ex- 
changes reserved the right to collect the tux 
later if they succeeded in putting it over. 

There was an overflow of attendance at the 
meeting last Tuesday at Fraternity Hall, and 
many new members were added to the list. 


MAYER C. GOLDMAN

According to Mr. Jupp 
China presents an excellent market for motion 
pictures—that is when more theaters have been 
built. “At the present time.’’ sors Mr. Jupp, 
“there are hardly more than forty or fifty lead- 
ing motion picture theaters in a country of 
400,000,000 people. While there are many 
thousand native theaters which bave flourished 
in China from the most ancient times, the 
progress of motion pictures.,has been compara- 
tively slow thruout this great field. This Is 
probably due to the great handicap which new- 
comers are up against in requiring a long time 
to acquire enough of the native language to 
succeed in gaining the confidence of the local 
people.”* ‘ 


Mr, Jupp operates several theaters which are 
built on a combination plan. Entrances are 
built from two streets, with the screen in the 
middle of the block. A Chinese audience 
watches the pictures from one side, while on 
the other the audience is made up of Amert- 
eans and other English-speaking people. The 
Chinese have their own weird orchestral ac- 
companiment to the pictures. This, to our 
notion, is more outlandish noise than music. 
It appears to Americans who witness the spec- 
tacle of a Chinese orchestra that the mu- 
sicians are entirely mad, especially the drum- 
mer. 

According to Mr. Jupp Douglas Fairbanks 
and many other famous American stars have 
never been heard of in China. What films 
there are marketed in this territory have proven 
exceedingly popular, Charlie Chaplin is declared 
to be a favorite. 

“The Chinese are very fond of the daring, 
and even the gruesome,” declares Mr. Jupp,

Hearst Resolution Bone of Contention 
at Lively Session 

New York, Nov, 3.—A_ heated session was 
held yesterday afternoon by the Associated Mo- 
tion Pieture Advertisers, and the debate which 
ensued over an attempt to place a ban on the 
Hearst “and all other publications pro-German 
er anti-American In their sentiments’ reached 
such a fever point that it threatens to deplete 
the membership of the organization. The meet. 
ing was held at Keene's Chop House on Forty- 


fourth street. Ata prior meethyy the assvcla 
tion bad passed a resolution urging motion 
picture exhibitors to refrain from advertsing 


the Hearst publications and otbers, 
After the meeting had been called to order a 
motion was made to rescind the resolution. The 
debate wae long and exciting, and before it 
was over President Arthur James, Chairman 
larry Reichenbach, of the Board of Directors, 
and ten members of the association had re- 
signed) In the end the resolution was reeciuded 
by a vote of 14 to 12. 

Joon C. Flynn, publicity director for Para- 
mount, headed the element which desired the 
resolution rescinded. He argued that only 16 
of the 47 members of the association had been 
present when the resolution was passed, six of 
whom had refused to vote, and that, therefore. 
the resolution hardly expressed the sentiment 
of the association. He introduced the motion to 
rescind and also moved that the association 
send an apolugy to Mr. Hearst. 

Mr. James interrupted Mr. Flynn to remark 
that if the resolution was rescinded he woul! 
resign and that be would wash ‘his hands of 
any attempt to whitewash Mr. Hearst. The 
scene became one of wild disorder as the mem- 
bers vied with each other in shouts of “Yellow,” 
“ProGerman” and ‘Business Before Patriot- 
ism.”* 

At the suggestion of P, A. Parsons of Pathe, 
Mr. Flynn withdrew his suggestion of an apol- 
ogy to Mr. Hearst, but the resolution to rescind 
was put to a vote and carried by the narrow mar- 
gin of two yotes. Immediate disorder again re- 
turned as members clamored to make announce- 
ment of their intention of resigning. At this 
point the chairman entertained a motion to ad- 
journ and further hostilities were averted,

A. E. A. IS THE ONLY HOPE F 
EXHIBITOR, SAYS F. J. REM-- 
BUSCH

State-right companies) added the 15 cents per 
reel onto the bills to the exhibitors. In some 
instances the film companies held up the show if 
the exhibitor refused to pay the tax. A storm 
of protest arose, and meetings have been held 
all over the country, and exhibitors are uniting 
everywhere against this action on the part of tue 
film exchanges. 


The American Exhibitors’ Association wired 
their State presidents to stand against the im- 
position and a fight will be waged by the national 
organization and State organizations until not a 
single exhibitor will pay this tax. At this writ- 
ing every exbibitor in Indiana, Oklahoma, North 
Carolina, Chicago, Ill, and many other cities 
and States, have pledged themselves that they 
will never submit. 

Arrangements are being made to cancel all 
services of the producers that insist upon add- 
ing the tax. The producers that are asking this 
tax are mostly advance-deposit producers, and 
it is natural that they would be inclined to add 
—_— hardship to the exhibitors’ burden, as 
usual, 


On the other hand the Mutual Company, one 
of the largest film companies, thru its president, 
John fFrueler, has announced that it will 
absorb the tax. Evidently the Mutual is large 
enough that it does not have to resort to petty 
methods of taking war profits from the exhibit- 
ors. Congratulations have been heaped upon the 
Mutual from every side, and exhibitors are 
flocking to the Mutual and showing their appre- 
ciation by booking its films and canceling the 
films of the producers who demand the tax. 


This action, however, has placed the exhibitor 
in a powerful position. An exbibitor in a large 
city had a contract with a certain producer, 
The film service was so high that he was 
losing money. Naturally, when this company 
asked him to pay 15 cents a reel war tax he 
became very indignant and threatened to cancel. 
The film company asked him to use up his pro- 
gram and, to put the matter in plain words, they 
said, *‘We have your ‘noney. If you don't pay 
the 15 cents a rec’ you don't get the show.” 

The exhibitor took his contracts to his at- 
torney and explainec the matter to him, with the 
result that the attorney gave the opinion that 
the company had made its contract void by add- 
ing the 15 cents to this bill on the principle that 
no man can alter a contract by adding to it 
without both parties consenting to same, This 
exhibitor bas been able to get rid of bis contract 
that he had been losing money on. He is now 
filling his program with otber films, and is much 
better satisfied, and is making more money. 

Many exhibitors are paying at the present time 
as high as seven different licenses, fees and 
taxes, and this attempt on the part of the pro- 
ducer to add another tax is the LIMIT. The 
new tax on admission, which went into effect No- 
vember 1, when absorbed by the exhibitor, will 


have to"be met by decreased overbead, and on 
of the items that must be reduced fs the hig 
cost of film service, 

This is the wecond time certain film producers 
have attempted to eseape taxation on film stock 
by “‘passing the buck"’ to the exhibitor, and 
each case some M. P. E. L, official bas tak. 
the side of the film Interests against the ex 
hibitor. Perhaps they eannot do otherwis Ex 
hibitors are realizing that the Motion Picture 
Exhibitors’ League is being used by the fly 
terests and that the only hope for exhibitors 
is to Join the American Exhibitors’ Association, 
which ie composed alone of bona-fide theater 
owners, or accredited managere Here is a bit 
of history unknown to many exhibitors. Imme 
diately after war was declared Congress began 
work on a revenne bill, which included a pro 
posed tax on theater admissions and another tax 
on film stock. We are asked to belliewe thet the 
National Assoctation of the Motion Picture In. 
dustry is instituted to protect the industry, as 
a whole, in a big, broad, unselfish way. It was 
at this time confronted with the most important 
question In its history. Did*they call a meet. 
ing of the exhibitor-directors and counsel with 
them as to what the tax should be? CER. 
TAINLY NOT. However, the producers’ branch 
held a meeting and rushed off to Washington, 
advocating that the tax on film stock be entirely 
eliminated, and all the tax for war purposes be 
placed upon the exhibitor. The frame-nup was 
about like this: “Dear Congress—Don't tax 
film stock, because we expect te make the ex 
hibitor pay it if you do, in addition to the ad 
mission tax.’’ They did not stop there, but 
proceeded to state that this tax should be 10 
per cent on groes receipts. In other words, it 
mattered not what the exhibitor thought about 
it. ‘‘We will ask for a high tax on the ex 
hibitors, and then Congress will leave as out.” 

Let any fairminded person ask Did the N. 
A. M. P. I. do right In asking, and specifying. a 
tax, without consulting the exhibitor? Was 
it not the business of the exhibiter to say what 
his tax should be? And does it not show a very 
selfish spirit on the part of the N. A. M. P. L., 
and prove, that this organization is a 4lm or 
ganization and that the Motion Picture Er 
hibitors’ League of America is working into the 
hands of the film interests agr’nst the exhibitor’ 
Has the N. A. M. P. I. ever done anything 
that helned the exhibitor? Flas it not leoked af 
ter the film interest« as a general thine? 

Last spring Mr. Ochs wired exhibitors every 
where to ask their representative to favor a tax 
like the Canadian tax. Many exhibitors followed 
his instructions, and we now have the unique 
spectacle of exhibitors be log at present greatly 
alarmed about the results te their bus from 
the present tax, and the record of Congress will 
now show that they advocated and practically 
snid to Congress: ‘“‘Please put a tax of 10 per 
cent on my gross receints.”’ 

There is no reason why film producers should 
not pay their tax and support the Government 
the same es the rest of us. Let them cut down 
the general extravagance practiced in produc 
tion and distribntion and the salaries of great 
stars. The interest they get on the money ex 
hibitors have up in advance deposits will pay 
the tax many times over. If a great company 
like the Mutual can pay the film tax the balance 
of the producers should be able to do likewise or 
go out of business, 

Coming back to the admission tax, it's a 
wonder Congress did not place a tax of fifty per 
cent and make the exhibitor pay it instead of 
the public. Every business generally will try 
and keep their tax as low as possible, and it 
seems that Congress would say: “If these peo 
ple ask for a tax at ten per cent it is a question 
of whether it is enough; perhaps they can 
afford to pay fifty per cent.”’ 

One of our trade journals, in a seare article. is 
deploring the tax and its dire consequence, Why 
didn’t the anthor use as much anxiety last 
spring? If this industry suffers a severe re- 
verse and many exhibitors are injured, whose 
fault is it? 

Very different is the record of the American 
Exhibitors’ Associa‘ion, which has been at work 
thru Mr. Varner, of North Carolina, looking after 
the interests of exhibitors on the tax question, 
and Mr. Varner is entitled to much cred't for 
his work, The fact -that the law compels the 
public to pay the tax is very good. Those ex- 
hibitors who are paying the tax themselves or 
who add 5 cents to their admission prices in 
stead of the exact tax, are making a mistake. 
for these reasons: If the exhibitor adds 5 cents 
the public will never appreciate that we are 
collecting the war tax. If the exhibitor doesn't 
raise his price and he has to pay it himself he 
will undoubtedly fail. Many object to handling 
the pennies, but it is very easy to placty four 
pennies or three pennies in small envelopes ready 
for the cashier to give out in change. An ad- 
vertisement on the envelope carries the expense. 

Nevertheless, it behooves the exhibitors to 
stand together against the film interests on film 
tax. Imagine this, the Motion Picture Exhibit 
ors’ League voting that the-exhibitors should pay 
the tax that the Government placed on the film 
people, who add enough to it to make a nice 
profit of $200 on each five-reel feature per year. 
All the exhibitors who have stood for an organi- 
zation or exhibitors only are in the American Ex- 
hibitors’ Association, We know that an or- 
ganization Ike the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League, whose president and directors are inter- 
ested in a trade journal that depends for its 
ex'stence on securing advertisements from film 
interests, can not effectively champion the cause 
of the motion picture exhibitor. Several States 
fare contemplating coming into the American 
Exhibitors’ Association in a body on account + 
this action, The American Exhibitors’ Associa 
tion is the only hope for the exhbitor, It is all 
very nice to talk about a united industry, and 
the American Exhibitors’ Association is willing 
to co-operate with any other branch of the in 
dustry on any big question affecting the industry 
as a whole, but when the exhibitors’ interests 
are at stake and the film interests and the ex 
hibitor are diametrically opposed we consider 
the exhibitor first, last and always. That is 
the way certain film people always do in look 
ing after their own interests. We desire to 
hear from all exhibitors as to yours results and 
experience on the film tax and the admission 
tax.

SCALPERS’ VICTORY 


Will Not Greatly Affect Chicago 
Theaters 


Chicago, Nov. 5.—The second week of legit- 
imatized scalping, resultant upon the Cort 
Theater Company's victory over the city of 
Chicago, finds superficial conditions pretty 
much the same. 

As a matter of fact scalping of tickets had 
been going along so merrily in the theaters 
that believed in this policy that the judicial 
action was more of an affirmation of the tac- 
ties which bad been indulged in than a leeway 
for the introduction of new metbods. 

There are houses which believe in scalping 
and those which do not. As a rule the higher 
class loop vaudeville theaters ‘‘sell’’ more readi- 
ly to scalpers than others. In such theaters it 
has always been well nigh impossible to get 
anything like a decent seat without contribut 
ing to the scalpers’ fund, which, in part, makes 
its way back to the box-office. 

Next in line come the small downtown thea- 
ters housing legitimate attractions. With lim- 
ited seating capacities, when they embrace any- 


thing like a hit, the apparent seat scarcity 
forms a fine excuse for ‘‘making the public 
pay." 

The larger houses, Ike Cohan’s Grand, do 


hot believe in scalping methods and woe-betide 
the fellow in the box-office who lends an ear 
to them under the watchful eyes of men like 


Harry J. Ridings. Ridings belongs to that 
school of managers which teaches that the 
houses gre run for the public, irrespective of 


what the letter of the law may be, and he be 
lieves that there is no better way for a man- 
agement to commit suicide than by trying to 
pot something over on the regular patrons of 
the house, 

Of course other managers hold divergent 
views, which may indirectly account for the 
Yast disparity of gross receipts and net profits.

Dr. Muck says The Star-Spangled Banner is 
all right for military bande and ball-room or- 
ehestras, Anyway, what Dr. “iuck is hearing 
just now is no symphony.

course. the first consideration, but the selection 
of scenery and equipment is of almost equal 
importance. The great mistake is frequently 
made of starting a Previncial tour with a 
metropolitan outfit. Often when a big pro‘u 

tion closes in some large city a small company 
manager will buy the scenery simply beciuse 
it is cheap. Then his trouble commences. It 
must be remembered that the small town th 2- 
ter is not a city hippodrome, and that the stag 
is rarely larger than 30x40 feet, and that th- 
gridiron, if any, seldom has q clearance of mor 
than 40 fect. Cut your cloth to sult your gar 
ment and carry nothing that you can not use 
to good advantage in such a bouse. If drops are 
carried they should never exceed 20x30, and 21 
feet would be better. Flats should bave a limit 
of 16 feet, and even 12 or 14 feet will answer 
admirably. Kemember, it is always easier to 
border up short stuf than to try to use some- 
thing too large for the stage. 


It must also be remembered that the «mall 
town theater bears the same relative pos tion 
to its community that the elaborate opera house 
occupies to the large city, and if your scen 
effects are such that they can be used to the 
best advantage it is a big item toward the suc- 
cess of the show. 


As I am now speaking of the Maritime 
Provinces I will digress q little to correct a 
very erroneous idea that most Americans bate 
of this locality. The average citizen of the 
United States seems to think that this is the 
earth's extremity, a region of perpetual snow 
inhabited solelg by esquimaux and the like 
Nothing could be farther from the fact.

A few statistics will prove my statement. It 
may astonish q great many to learn that the 
city of St, John, a few miles from here, stands 
third among the cities of the continent in the 
matter of export trade. Last year its exports 
totaled the tidy sum of $190,000,000. This was 
exceeded only by New York with $700,000,000 
and Montreal with §$300,000,000, Boston, I de- 
lieve, stood fourth with about $100,000,000 
When the immense harbor improvements now 
under way are completed it is expected that 
St. John will overtake Montreal and stand 4 
very close second to New York. When we 
remember tat St. John has a population of 
only 60,000 it is at once apparent that in pre 
portion to fits size it far exceeds any other city 
in the world in the matter og its export busi- 
ness, 

This means prosperity, not for St. John alon*, 
but for all the surrounding country.

THE THEATERS FACE NEW 
WORRIMENT

haps, in the history of the show business, no 
matter what sort of collectton of coin one finds 
in his pocket, he can find some theater where the 
total will Just enable him to gain admittance. No 
longer does he have to scare up a sum divisible 
by five. If he happens to have 17, 28 or 39 
cents it will just fill the bill somewhere. 

The penny is today a coin of new distinction. 
Never before was the despised copper in such 
demand. “Have you a cent?"’ is becoming quite 
as familiar a greeting as the oldtime bromide, 
“Can you lend me a dollar?’* The shortage of 
pennies is adding to the difficulties experienced 
by the men and women in the box offices. The 
banks have been besieged by those who desired 
pennies with which to make change at the thea- 
ters, but the supply is entirely inadequate and 
the theater people have been obliged to resort to 
all sorts of makeshifts in order to sell their 
tickets, 

While the theater man is the most optimistic 
rerson in the world, when questioned as to his 
business and the effect anything of a detrimental 
nature may hare on it, several confe to The 
Billboard that the tax has already showed its 
tendency to curtail attendance. One man stated 
it as his opinion that when things settle down 
the box-office totals will be about what they were 
under the old regime, and that the drop in at- 
tendance would result in a loss of revenue which 
would just about offset the extra taken in on 
account of the tax. This, of course, will mean 
a loss to the theater, as the theater in most 
instances gets nothing out of the new order of 
things, It is apparent, even at this writing, that 
the theater ticket, with the added tax, will be 
looked upon with less favor than the ticket at 
the old price. The speculators talk with more 
freedom than the theater men, and this branch 
of the ticket-selling industry confesses that the 
tax is destined to put an awful crimp in their 
business. 

At this stage of the game it is impossible to 
figure with any degree of accuracy the immense 
amount of revenue which the theaters of New 
York will turn into the Government thru the 
tax medium. An idea of how the tax mounts up 
may be gained by the statement that on the 
opening day of tax paying the tax from three 
concerts alone in this city would net the Govern- 
ment close to $1,000, The New York Symphony 
Society, which played at Carnegie Hall that 
afternoon, paid the Government $450. The con- 
freien here was so great that the concert was 
delayed nearly an hour. Alice Gentle sang at 
tue same place in the evening, and that concert 
netted the Government $200. Eva Gauthier sang 
in Aeolian Hall, and nearly $200 in tax money 
was collected there. 

It is estimated that Carnegie Hall alone will 
pay in war taxes on an average of $2,500 a 
week, and the amount from Aeolian Hall will be 
almost as great. When the Metropolitan Opera 
House gets into line the revenne in taxes from 
that emporium of music should average about 
5.000 weekly. 

The high price houses have already recognized 
the fact that the cheaper houses are now com- 
petitors to be recognized. A. H. Woods has de- 
cided to lower the scale of prices from $2.50 to 
$2 at the Eltinge Theater, where Business Before 


Pleasure is playing. It is reported that the 
Winter Garden will soon inaugurate a new scale, 
with a reduction in price of its best seats from 
$3 to $2.50. 

The 8-cent tax on 75-cent tickets made the 
«ost trouble, In the Keith vaudeville houses and 
in other houses automatic change-making ma- 
chines were installed. Those who are inveterate 
applicants for “‘passes’’ were among the most 
disgruntied ones when they found that they 
were required to pay a tax. The only exception 
to this is in the case of newspaper men, who 
visit the theater as a regular vocation. A special 
ruling on the passes of critics was sent to the 
Hippodrome Thursday night from the department 
in Washington, 

Estimates of the tax which will come from the 
New York theaters is placed at anywhere from 
$100,000 to $150,000 weekly. But the manner in 
which the tax was paid in general is a new 
tribute to the patriotism of the theatergoing 
public. It was only in isolated instances that 
anyone was heard to complain, and the general 
feeling was that the money paid for the tax was 
simply another opportunity for the ticket buyer 
to help do his bit. 7 

After the first few days the system began to 
vet into a less disordered state, but the dearth 
of pennies still causes trouble. It will take a 
long time before the box-office people will get 
accustomed to the new routine so that the ma- 
ehinery of their department will move as smooth- 
ly as it did before the tax came into vogue.

and cover up the actions of the officers in that 
order at the time when the funds of the order 
were so lavishly distributed. One potent fact is 
already disclosed—$101,000 of the funds of the 
White Rats Actors’ Union of America were placed 
into shares of stock, as the financial statemeut of 
the White Rats Actors’ Union indicates. When 
this investment was made Mountford refused 
to state, as he claims this was accomplished 
while he was out of the organization. It is 
interesting at thie time for the reason that if 
that investment was made, as claimed, WHAT 
HAS BECOME OF IT? This proves, so far as I 
have claimed, that orer $200,000 bad been dis- 
sipated. From a hurried examination of the 
balance of the financial statement it will not be 
dificult to add to this $101,000 enough to more 
than cover the claimed $200,000. 

From the insistent objections of the counsel 
of the White Rats, Mr. Myers, the attorney is 
trying to prevent any disclosures further back 
than one year from the time of the last meeting 
of the late White Rats Actors’ Union. At times 
Moontford seemed to be willing that everything 
should come to the surface, which resulted in 
disagreements between Mountford and his own 
lawyer. Finally, when it seemed that the 
referee made it clear nothing would stop him 
from a complete and definite exposition of facta, 
no matter when the claimed illegal practices were 
accomplished, Mountford promised to produce 
ALL BOOKS AND DOCUMENTS affecting all 
financial manipulations of the organizations af- 
fected. 

This very important fact developed as it be- 
came apparent that complete investigation was 
in order. Mountford stated that as the investi- 
gation would bring in many persons he was 
under the impression would not be involved he 
was going to inform these people, so that they 
would have opportunity to properly defend them- 
selves, 

Many other important developments occurred, 
but it would be unwise to discuss these things 
at this time, as we intend to go fully into 
the various channels which apply to these facts 
if the referee gives us the permission to do so. 

Not knowing to the contrary 1 am under the 


impression that there is nothing secret in these 
hearings and that the Court Intends the widest 
publicity so that any person having evidence 
which will assist in the proper investigation of 
he financial matters at issue will have oppor- 
tunity to present the same to His Honor, Referee 
Schuldenfrei. The referee has shown already 
that his only interest is to get TO FACTS; he 
seems to assume that mere technicalities of no 
moment other than obstructive are merely delays 
and work to no good purpose, I feel, personally, 
that under the direction of the gentleman Judge 
Mitchell has appointed to act as referee, Honor- 
able Lewis Schuldenfrei, we have nothing to fear. 
At this first hearing of testimony he has shown 
that he wants to get at the truth, and is willing 
to go a long way to see that the law has not 
been violated, and, further, I feel that the in- 
terests of the ACTORS, who, in the last analysis, 
are the REAL INTERESTED persons, will he 
carefully safeguarded. 

Alvin Sapinsky, the attorney who is prose- 
euting this investigation, is well able to prop- 
erly handle the case from the side which means 
the protection of the general membership of the 
late order of the White Rats Actors’ Union. He 
should receive the fullest and most complete 
support of all those who WANT THE TRUTH, 
We sball assist him by every means at our dis- 
posal, and it is the duty of all former White 
Rats to give him every assistance so that THEY 
SHALL KNOW WHETHER THE OFFICERS 
OF THE WHITE RATS were true or false to 
their trust.

ably all the Wagner works and Beethoven's Fi- 
delio, altho the wording of the announcement 
from the Board of Directors—no performances of 
opera in the German language—leaves a loop 
hole, in that some «f the Wagner works could be 
sung in English. The decision will further leave 
no work for such artists as Melanie Kurt, so- 
prano; Margarete Ober, contralto; Johannes 
Sembach, tenor: Hermann Weil, baritone, and 
Carl Brann, basso. 

There probably will be plenty of opera, how- 
ever, with which to fill the twenty-three weeks’ 
season that opens on November 12. Metro- 
politan in its prospectus lists more than thirty 
works from which it may provide a repertoire 
besides the season’s novelties. These operas will 
be sung in Italian, French and English, and in 
some of them undoubtedly will be heard Frieda 
Hempel, soprano, and Mme. Matzenauer, mezzo- 
soprano, who, altho their names are German, 
are serviceable for other than German production. 


Boston, Nov. 3.—Dr. Karl Muck, conductor of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, who refused to 
play the Star-Spangled Banner at a concert in 
Providence, R. I., Tuesday night, for which he 
was put to severe criticism thruout the country, 
played the national anthem yesterday afternoon 
at Symphony Hall. During the concert Major 
Henry L. Higginson, founder of the orchestra, 
announced that Dr. Muck had resigned; also that 
the national anthem would close the program 
and that it would be played at future concerts 
given by the organization. 

“I have asked Dr. Muck and the orchestra to 
play the Star-Spangled Banner, and they have 
onsented,’’ said Major Higginson. ‘‘They have 
never refused. Last spring, at my earnest re- 
quest, Dr. Muck consented to remain in charge 
of the orchestra, because I considered him es- 
sential to the continuance of these concerts. He 
has placed his resignation in my hands because 
he does not wish that any personal feeling 
toward him should prejudice the welfare of the 
orchestra. To lose him would be a disaster. 
Therefore, the matter rests with me and will 
have my earnest consideration."’ 


New York, Nov. 3.—It was announced here 
tonight that Dr. Kar! Muck and his Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra would appear next Thursday 
at Carnegie Hall, and subsequently in Brooklyn, 
as previously scheduled, and that the National 
Anthem would be rendered. 

Word has been received from Roston that Dr. 
Muck’'s resignation was only tentative and de- 
pends upon the reception Dr. Muck is given 
on tour. He will not alter his course, he de- 
clares unless his audiences on tour treat him 
in umnappreciative and hostile manner. The 
anthem will be included in the programs ren- 
dered wherever the orchestra goes. Dr. M 
however, is a trifle defiant in his attitude and 
adds that the original selection of German works 
will also be played, and if objection is made to 
this he will retire. 

This announcement from Dr. Muck came after 
he had been informed that Commissioner of 
Licenses Bell and Corporation Counsel Lamar 
Hardy had stated that the license of Carnegie 
Hall would be revoked unless the National An- 
them was included in the program of the Sym- 
phony Orchestra when it played here. The 
management of the hall has given assurance that 
the anthem will be forthcoming or that there 
will be no appearance of the orchestra,

New York, Nov. 2.—The Old Country concerns 
the determination of the star (Faversham) in 
the role of an illegitimate son to wreak venge 
ance on the governing personalities of an Eng- 
lish village because of the fact that they had 
turned his mother out into the cold world years 
before with him in her arms. 

The play impresses one as artificial in its prin- 
cipal situations. It would be unusual, to say 
the least, for a cultured gentleman of the type 
of James Fountain, which Mr. Faversham por- 
trays, to return to another country for the pur 
pose of seeking a revenge that could only react 
on themselves in rural England, to some modified 
extent, today as yesterday. The world has not 
traveled so fast. 

A similarly surprising situation, considering 
the refinement of the type of James Fountain, is 
the humiliation to which he unconsciously sub- 
jected his mother in his vain efforts to make her 
happy as mistress of a manor by reviving the 
past in the presence of those who knew and re 
membered her. Perhaps it is that among mem- 
bers of families the perspective is too close for 
true values, 

However that may be in real life. a stage 
character of broader treatment, with some 
plainer and more rugged American stuff in the 
portrayal, would make the play more convincing 
and the character of James Fountain more pos- 
sible. 

The Old Country, despite its artificiality, is, 
nevertheless, delightful im humor and pa’ #s. 
There was many a fear in the audience at the 
end of the second act. 

Faversham acted admirably. Others of the 
cast who contributed much to the performance 
were Cecelia Radeliffe and Katherine Brook, as 
the maiden ladies, and Edward Cushman and 
Edmund Gurney, as the ministers; also Maud 
Fulton, as the mother, and Russ Whytal,:.» 
Henry Parramer. Excerpts of the New Y < 
dailies follow:

POINTED FOR MINNEAPOLIS

Cassidy—one time showman and present news- 
paper man—prevailed upon Senator George Sulli- 
van, the leader of the Senate, to ask for con- 
sideration of the bill, which he did. It was 
passed without a dissenting vote, was later 
signed by the Governor, and became a law at 
once. 

Here is where the barrier to its enforcement 
looms up: A passage in Mr. Lennon's bill reads: 
“The Judges of Hennepin County MAY, by ma- 
jority vote, appoint a Public Defender.” The 
word “may” should have read “shall.” The 
Judges, with this technicality supporting their 
stand, have so far not appointed a man to the 
office. They argue that there is a lack of funds 
to provide for the $3,500 salary the position calls 
for (there was no lack of funds available to pay 
the salaries of two additional Judges granted 
the county by the Legislature), and, too, it is 
thought by some that they do not care to take 
chances on offending the young lawyers who have 
been accustomed to handling the $10 a day cases. 

The situation has aroused widespread interest 
in the Northwest, and the forces of right are 
rapidly being lined up to demand the instalation 
of a Public Defender. 

Much credit for the successful passage of the 
bill is due Mr. Cassidy, mentioned in a forego- 
ing paragraph. Mr. Cassidy was a showman for 
many years. All along he has been cognizant of 
the wrongs inflicted on members of the pro- 
fession who lacked money to fight their cases, 
hence his zeal and untiring efforts in behalf of 


the Public Defender movement. Mr. Cassi- 
dy has succeeded in interesting the press 
and several prominent Minneapolis men in 


the matter, and pressure is already being 
brought to bear on those who fail to see that 
equity and justice should be meted out to the 
destitute prisoner.
